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Reflections  on  our  established  translation  of  part  of  ver> 
6,  chap.  10.  of  Rev.  "  Thai  there  should  be  time  no  lon- 
ger;" with  consequent  remarks* 

H^HE  kind  of  speculations  I  now  write,  may  be  thought 
by  some  bigots  improper  for  the  Press ;  but  as  I  am  desi- 
rous of  better  information  on  some  of  those  points,  than  I 
now  faSve,  it  cannot  be  improper  for  me  to  publish  them. 

If  it  Ts  so  difficult,  that  scarce! j  any  man  has  ever  trans- 
lated a  small  volume  from  one  modern  language  into  ano- 
ther, containing  the  complete  sense  and  spirit  ot  the  au- 
thor ;  how,  without  a  miracle,  could  the  Old  Testament 
have  been  translated  into  our  language  without  a  multitude 
of  errors  ? 

The  antiquity  of  the  books  written  at  different,  and  dis- 
tant periods,  the  sense  of  them  obscured  by  traditions,  and 
Rabbinical  institutions,  besides  the  imperfect  division  of 
them  into  chapters,  and  verses,  with  the  ignorance  among 
modems,  of  the  antient  customs,  manners,  and  allusions, 
render  now  a  pure  translation  of  them  an  acquisition  not 
to  be  expected  by  any  reasonable  man. — Most  of  these  rea- 
sons have  their  bearing  too  on  a  New  Testament  transla- 
tion, But  as  the  Greek  was  a  more  general,  and  a  more 
modern  language  than  the  Hebrew,  a  much  better  transla- 
tion of  it  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  maybe  made,  than  the 
old  established  one. 

For  instance,  Rev.  x.  v.  6.  "And  sware  by  him  that  li- 
veth  for  ever,  who  created  Heaven  and  the  tilings  that 
therein  are,  and  the  earth,  and  the  tilings  that  therein  are, 
and  the  sea  and  the  things  which  are  therein,  that  there 
should  be  time  no  longer.55  This  falsely  translated  sixth 
verse  is  the  only  place  of  scripture,  from  which  men  can 
infer  their  strange  theory  of  the  Latin  eternity,  annihilating 
old  time. — It  squints  at  the  fable  of  Jupiter  supplanting  sa- 
turn  (Time.)  Ver.  7.  "  But  in  the  days  of  the  voice  of  the 
seventh  Angel,  when  he  shall  begin  to  sound,  the  mystery 
ef  God  should  be  finished,  as  he  has  declared  by  his  ser- 
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vants  the  Prophets/' — (Note  on  the  6th  verse  by  a  Presby- 
terian commentator,  John  Guyse,  D.  D. — Ver.  6.  "  Sware — 
that  there  should  be  time  no  longer.)  That  "  time  should 
be  no  longer/5  does  not  mean  that  time  itself  should  be  no 
more.  The  original  signifies,  the  time  shall  not  be  yet. 
The  Angel  in  the  vision  declares  upon  oath,  that  the  glo- 
rious state  of  the  Church  shall  not  be  as  yet  ;  but  that, 
however,  it  should  not  be  long  to  it  :  for  in  the  days  of  the 
voice  of  the  seventh  Angel,  when  he  shall  sound  (that  is, 
in  the  period  of  prophecy  to  which  the  remainder  of  the 
book  yet  unrevealed  relates,  under  the  7th  trumpet,}  the 
mystery  of  GOD  shall  be  perfected,  as  he  had  declared  to 
his  Prophets." — The  reader  will  observe  in  the  6th  ver. 
that  time  is  said  to  be  no  longer,  and  that  after,  in  the  7th 
ver.  the  days  of  the  voice  are  mentioned  ;  a  proof  that  time, 
(or  days)  was  not  to  cease,  but  to  continue  contrary  to  the 
false  version  ;  besides,  the  conjunction  "but"  shews  that 
the  great  stress  of  the  context  lies  in  the  7th  verse,  when 
the  mystery  of  GOD  should  be  finished. — In  the  Greek 
Testament  the  Greek  article  "O,"  that  ought  to  be  before 
the  Greek  word  chronos  seems  to  me,  to  be  designedly  omit- 
ted by  priestcraft. — Had  it  been  left  or  continued  in  the 
Testament,  no  translator  could  have  been  so  diabolical  as 
to  have  translated  it,  as  our  present  version  has  it. 

According  to  the  false  translation,  time  has  been  ended 
a  great  many  years  since,  as  it  must  have  ended  under  the 
;3nd  Wo,  which  Wo  ended  at  the  French  Revolution.  Sea 
Rev.  Ch.  11.  v.  13.  14.  When  "  there  was  a  great  Earth- 
quake (Revolution)  and  the  tenth  part  (France)  of  the  City 
[papistical  dominions,  with  seven  heads,  and  ten  horns,  or 
kingdoms,)  fell,  and  in  the  Earthquake  were  slain  7000 
names  of  men,*"  (titles  of  the  King  and  his  Nobility  and 
Clergy.) — Ver.  14.  "  The  second  Wo  is  past,"  As  the 
right  Translation,  "  The  time  shall  not  be  yet,"  seems  to 
imply  some  event  to  happen,  that  should  be  extraordinary 
to  the  expectation  of  men  ;  I  suppose  it  to  allude  to  the 
Reformation  by  Luther,  when  such  an  event  did  occur,  and 
then  probably  this  passage  of  scripture  was  fulfilled. 

According  to  the  common  acceptation  of  the  meaning  of 
this  verse,  we  have  been  in  eternity  ever  since  the  refor- 
mation. Ever  sinee  that  time  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth 
have  been  born  and  have  died  in  eternity.  The  wicked 
French  revolution  happened  in  eternity,  and  all  these  eter- 

*  Our  Translation  has  "men''  but  the  original  hss  "  names  of 
men."  The  7000  being-  a  round  number,  as  is  common  in  prophe- 
cy, is  put  for  the  whole. 


nal  events  have  preceded  our  Lord's  second  coming. — Tt  is 
lamentable  to  think  how  ensilj  the  best  and  fairest  truths 
are  obscured  ;  and  how  difficult  it  is  to  recover  the  know- 
ledge of  them,  after  we  have  lost  it.  This  false  transla- 
tion, "time  shall  be  no  longer,"  has  too  generally  been  ap- 
proved of,  and  by  way  of  contrast  has  introduced  into  our 
theology  the  word  eternity  :  a  Latin  word,  and  not  to  be 
found  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament.— Ainsworth's  Dic- 
tionary has  it  ceternitas,  [Eng.  eternity),  ab  (from)  ceter^ 
nus  (eternal,)  and  oeternus  pro  (for)  ceviturnus,  ab  (from) 
cevum  (Eng.  an  age) — In  some  author  I  have  seen  it  ex- 
plained as  a  compound  word  of  iter  (a  journey)  and  cetas 
(an  age.)  The  author  supposed  it  was  originally  written 
iternetas,  and  that  two  letters  had  been  transposed.  So 
he  supposed  the  true  original  meaning  of  it  to  be  "The 
journey  of  an  age/' 

The  Latin  Classics  used  it  in  various  senses  ;  so  that  it- 
appears  at  the  best,  to  have  as  limited  a  meaning  literally 
as  the  Greek  word  aioon  (a  long  age.)  As  the  Apostles  did 
not  use  this  word,  and  as  I  know  not,  how  or  when,  it  got 
into  such  Christian  use,  I  should  be  glad  to  be  informed 
on  those  points,  by  any  person  who  knows  them.  The 
very  best  and  most  informed  of  the  age  seem  to  believe  in. 
the  false  translation,  and  they  use  it  as  contrasted  to  time, , 
in  degradation  of  the  word  time — Example  has  an  en6r» 
mous  influence  over  men.  It  keeps  them  ignorant  of  ma- 
ny things. 

In  another  passage  of  Scripture  relative  to  time,  viz.  2, 
Cor.  4.  18.  the  Translators  have  rendered  *be  Greek  false- 
ly, to  suit  the  Latin  theory,  they  had  been  taught  at  their 
schools. — Their  version  is  "  for  the  things  which  are  seen 
are  temporal ;  but  the  things  that  are  not  seen  are  eternal/"1 
Their  word  "temporal,'5  in  the  original  is  "temporary  or 
occasional. 99  They  would  not  render  it  literally  "  tempo- 
rary,5' because  it  imports  "  a  short  time,"  but  chose  the 
word  "  temporal'5  which  the  original  does  not  mean,  be- 
cause  it  comported  with  their  scheme,  which  was  to  include 
the  duration  of  the  world,  Gr  all  time. 

As  most  of  the  technical  terms  in  the  higher  branches  of 
literature  are  of  Greek  derivation  ;  and  as  Christian  Theo- 
logy is  founded  on  the  Greei:  Testament,  it  is  surprsingv 
while  other  learned  men  have  made  such  free  use  of  Greek 
derivatives,  that  the  Divines  should  prefer  the  Latin. — An 
evil  bias  towards  the  Latin  Church  (the  source  of  much. 

?'  ruption  and  perversion  to  the  religion  of  Christ},has  ei- 
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fablishec!  the  use  of  the  word  f  eternaP  rather  than  the 
word  aionious  or  4  aionion'  derivable  from  the  Greek  ad- 
jective aioonios.  The  substantive  aioon  signifies  «  a  long 
age,'  therefore  the  derivative  aionious  or  aionion,  would 
signify  of  or  belong  *  to  a  long  age,  or  to  the  long  ages/— 
In  the  early  times  of  Christianity,  had  this  use  of  the  word 
have  been  established,  it  would  have  prevented,  in  a  great 
degree,  the  spiiting  into  sects  ;  it  would  have  shewn  a  per- 
feet  consistency  between  the  promises  and  the  threatening^ 
ef  the  Gospel;  and  a  harmony  in  its  doctrines,  and  in  all 
the  attributes  of  God.  It  would  have  sown  Charity  among 
men,  lessened  spiritual  pride;  and  as  it  would  have  re- 
moved some  of  the  principal  objections  to  the  Gospel,  it 
would  have  brought  some  Deists  and  Atheists  into  the 
Church.  But  our  Lord*  had  said  to  his  Apostles  "When 
the  Son  of  Man  cometh,  shall  he  find  faith  on  the  earth  ?,5> 
Thus,  he  predicted  the  perverseness  of  the  Members,  and 
falsehood  of  the  Creeds  of  the  old  sects ;  if  not  of  every 
sect  of  Christians  in  the  world.  Now,  as  our  Lord's  com- 
ing is  expected,  how  awful  is  our  situation,  especially  if  we 
do  not  strive  to  have  a  better  faith  than  the  sects  have.-- 
Let  us  study  the  Scripture  for  ourselves,  that,  as  some  are 
do  be  blessed,  we  may  strive  to  be  among  them.  Sectarian 
Christianity  is  partly  false,  but  a  partial  faith  is  better  than 
no  faith  ;  and  since  we  cannot  aid  in  propagating  it  in  a 
more  perfect  state,  let  us  aid  in  propagating  it  in  that  state 
among  the  Heathen  nations. 

God  is  an  infinitely  intelligent  Being,  necessarily  exist- 
ing. Time  and  space  may  be  of  his  attributes,  or  they 
may  not  be.  I  am  soo  much  in  the  dark  to  know  any  thing 
well  respecting  it.  But  time  and  space  in  the  abstract,  are 
like  God  necessarily  existent  and  illimitable.  An  intelli- 
gent Atheist  may  conceive  them  as  necessarily  existent— 
With,  or  without  a  creation,  time  and  space  necessarily 
exist.  It  is  wicked  without  any  proof  to  say,  time  did  not 
exist  before  this  little  world  was  made,  and  will  not  conti- 
nue after  the  day  of  judgment. 

What  shall  we  think  then,  that  this  great  necessarily  ex- 
istent '  time,5  has  been  or  will  be  driven  from  the  throne* 
and  annihilated  by  the  Latin  word  ceternitas  ?  This  yon 
must  really  believe,  if  you  believe  that  time  is  or  can  be 

*  He  told  the  Jews  at  bis  first  coming,  they  had  made  null  the 
letter  of  the  law  ;  and  predicted  that  the  Christians  should  have 
perverted  the  faith  of  the  gospel  at  his  second  coming.  The  per- 
version  of  the  Scripture  then  is  a  providential  reason  for  bis  com- 
ing at  both  times  a 
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no  longer,  and  that  the  Latin  word  cetera  itas  is  really  to 
supplant  it.  Should  there  be  no  time,  how  could  there  be 
a  God,  space,  or  any  thing  else  ?  Should  there  be  no  space, 
how  could  there  be  a  God,  time,  or  any  thing  else  ?  So  abso- 
lutely necessary  are  both  space  and  time.  Thus,  as  God 
cannot  exist  without  his  attributes,  they  seem  to  be  of  his 
attributes,  and  if  of  his  attributes,  how  is  it  possible  that  time 
should  be  no  more  and  God  still  exist  ?  For  every  such  at- 
tribute of  God  must  be  absolutely  necessary.  How  won- 
derfully awful  then  must  be  God,  from  whom  illimitable 
time  and  space  flow,  he  being  all  in  all  !  I  have  only  to

On  Universalism. 


Universalism  may  be  instructive,  and  consolatory  to 
some  of  my  fellow  mortals,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  write 
a^ain.  Isaiah,  Ch.  65.  v.  IT.  "For  behold,  I  create  new 
Heavens,  and  a  new  Earth  :  and  the  former  shall  not  be  re- 
membered, nor  come  into  mind." — 2d.  Peter,  Ch.  3.  v.  13. 
"  We  look  for  new  Heavens,  and  a  new  Earth,  wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness."  Rev.  Ch.  21.  v.  1.  John  te  saw 
the  new  Heaven,  and  the  new  Earth.  For  the  first  Hea- 
ven, and  the  first  Earth  were  passed  away,  and  there  was 
no  more  sea." — This  new  Earth  is  to  be  the  scene  of  the 
finishing  Prophecies  that  God  vouchsafed  to  give  to  us  in 
our  present  degraded  state.  In  the  Millenial  age,  when 
God  will  give  another  religious  dispensation  (a)  according 
to  Ezekiel,  it  is  probable  that  a  more  particular,  and  ex- 
tended view  of  Man's  destination  will  be  given  to  men. — 
Rev.  Ch.  21.  v.  2.  John  "saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusa- 
lem coming  down  from  God  out  of  Heaven." — Jehovah, 
Shammah,  or  the  Millennial  Jerusalem  will  be  only  a  type 
of  the  new  Jerusalem,  and  will  be  less  than  ten  miles 
square,  but  this  holy  city  will  be  1500  miles  square. — V.  3. 
"  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  Heaven,  saying,  behold 
the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  (all  men)  and  he  will 
dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people,  and  God 
himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God." — "V.  4. — 


(a)  "  Do  this  until  I  come.'5  The  sacrament  of  bread  and  wine, 
will  be  discontinued  at  the  Millenium  ;  and  in  its  stead,  the  Mosaic 
sacrifices  will  be  restored,  excepting  the  annual  atonement,  and 
scape  goat,  which,  pictured  most  completely  Christ's  satisfactory 
propitiation  to  the  Father  for  all  the  sins  of  mankind.  Baptism 
perhaps  will  continue  a  rite  instead  of  circumcision  :  thus  the  Mil- 
lenial Religion  will  partake  of  all  the  preceding  dispensations ; 
having  a  relation  to  the  Holiness  of  Adam,  the  faithfulness  of  A- 
braham,  the  Types  of  Moses,  the  Baptism  of  John,  and  to  the 
Divinity  of  Christ. — Christ  will  be  then,  as  he  is  now,  the  perpet- 
ual High  Priest  ;  the  subpriests  will  then  perform  the  duties  of  the 
sanctuary  ;  but  as  Christ  the  H;gh  Priest  will  be  present,  and  visi- 
ble to  them,  he  will  occasionally  reveal  to  them  the  will  of  ths 
Father.  '  " 
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^  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes,  (the 
eyes  of  the  damned,  who  had  weeping,  wailing,  and  gnash- 
ing of  teeth,  for  the  Scripture  no  where  describes  the  bless- 
ed as  having  such  sorrow,)  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death 
(nothing  that  is  called  death,  either  the  first  on  Earth,  or 
the  second  in  Hell,)  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither 
shall  there  be  any  more  pain  (and  of  course  no  more  Hell  ;) 
for  the  former  things  are  passed  away." — Here  is  a  conso- 
latory relation  of  God's  restoring  and  blessing  all  men  : 
for  our  present  mortal  life,  the  punishment  in  Hell,  Hell 
itself,  and  the  old  Earth,  wherein  were  both  Hells,  being 
among  the  former  things,  with  both  Hells,  are  passed  away. 
V.  5.  "And  he  that  sat  on  the  Throne,  said,  behold  I  make 
all  things  new." — Not  transitory  things  are  meant,  as 
beasts,  insects,  &c.  but  permanent  things,  as  Fallen  An- 
gels, Men,  and  the  Earth,  which  he  will  renovate  and  re- 
store.— 2.  Peter.  Ch.  3.  "  He  will  burn  the  Heaven,  and 
the  Earth/'  and  will  make  out  of  them,  the  new  Heaven, 
and  the  new  Earth,  and  will  place  the  restored  men  with- 
out the  holy  city,  in  a  station  subordinate,  and  much  in- 
ferior to  that  of  the  Saints  in  the  city  ;  whose  habitation  is 
with  God  and  the  Lamb  :  and  he  will  set  the  Saints  over 
them  as  their  Kings. — The  restoration  of  the  Fallen  An- 
gels, we  may  suppose,  will  be  to  a  low  grade  in  the  region 
from  whence  they  fell,  as  they  are  not  mentioned  as  inha- 
biting the  new  Earth. — V.  7.  "  He  that  overcorneth  shall 
inherit  all  things."  viz.  :  He  shall  be  of  the  Elect,  a  Saint, 
a  member  of  the  Church  called  the  Bride,  be -a  King,  have 
a  right  to  enter  into  the  gates  of  the  new  Jerusalem,  and 
to  be  called  God's  son  and  heir. — V.  8.  "-.But  the  fearful, 
and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable,  and  murderers,  and 
whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all  lairs, 
shall  have  their  part  in  the  Lake  which  burnetii  with  fire 
and  hrimstone,  which  is  the  second  death." — He  that  sat 
on  the  throne  declared  to  John,  that  the  wicked  shall  have 
their  part  (only)  in  the  Lake  of  fire  and  brimstone.  The' 
words  their  part  in  the  Lake,  seem  to  imply  gradation,  as 
if  the  small  sinners  will  come  out  of  it  sooner  than  the 
great.  The  world  in  flames  after  the  day  of  Judgment, 
will  be  the  Lake  of  fire,  by  means  of  which,  they  will  pay 
the  utmost  farthing,  and  come  out  of  it,  and  be  restored 
through  the  death  and  merits  of  Jesus  the  Savior;  who  af- 
ter his  death  descended  into  Hell  (Hades,)  preached  to  the 
captives,  and  delivered  them.  So  his  salvation  will  be 
preached  to  all,  after  they  have  suflfered3  and  are  humbled, 
and  all  will  be  restored.    Jesus  made  corapleat  satisfaction 
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to  the  Father  for  them,  as  he  died  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world,  and  could  not  possibly  die  in  vain. 

The  punishment  in  Hell,  is  here  called  the  second  death. 
Paul  to  the  Cors.  sajs  of  it,  "that  Christ  must  reign  'till 
he  has  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The  last  enemy  that 
shall  be  destroyed  is  death  (this  second  death.)  For  he  has 
put  ail  enemies  under  his  feet,  but  when  he  saith  all  things 
are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  God  the  Father  is 
excepted  (only,)  who  did  put  all  things  under  him." — As 
if  this  second  death's  destruction  would  restore  not  only 
all  men,  but  all  the  devils  too  ;  for  they  are  enemies,  and 
things;  and  important  enemies  and  things  to  be  put  under 
God  :  and  when  no  punishment  remains  by  the  destiuction 
of  the  second  death,  and  the  Hells  ;  men  must  be  either 
restored,  or  destroyed  :  but  as  they  are  "  subdued  unto 
him,'9  see  1.  Cor.  ch.  15.  y.  28.  they  will  be  subordinated, 
not  destroyed. 

I  think  it  proper  to  observe  here,  that  of  the  three  opi- 
nions that  are  held  by  different  sects  ol  Christians,  viz. 
that  of  the  universal  restoration,  that  of  destruction,  and 
that  of  endless  punishment;  that  of  the  endless  punish- 
ment of  near  all  mankind.,  is  by  far  the  most  absurd,  and 
wicked  ;  inasmuch,  as  it  is  not  plausibly  supported  by 
reason,  natural,  or  revealed  Religion  (for  in  interpreting 
the  Scripture,  we  are  not  to  enquire  what  the  Latin  word 
*  ccternitas*  means,  but  what  the  Greek  Testament  word 
■  dioon'  means,)  and  is  repugnant  to  the  attributes  of  God, 
and  I  may  say  even  to  Deity  itself,  as  it  lays  to  his  charge 
the  character  of  Satan.  All  the  Apostles  no  doubt  wece 
Universalists.  Do  not  the  Eternity  men  make  God  to  be 
a  Being  of  infinite  cruelty  in  himself  as  to  duration,  and 
yet  to  condemn  cruelty  in  his  creatures  r 

Rev.  21.  v.  23.  "  The  City  had  no  need  of  the  Sun,  nei- 
ther of  the  Moon  to  shine  on  it." — Here  is  a  strong  impli- 
cation of  the  Sun's  continuing,  and  that  it  will  continue  to 
shine  on  it,  although  the  City  need  it  not  ;  or  why  was  it 
named  implying  its  existence,  and  continuance?  If  the 
Sun  should  continue  to  shine  on  it,  then  the  new  earth  will 
continue  a  Planet  like  all  other  opaque  worlds  of  the  uni- 
verse :  and  as  the  Antipodes  of  the  Holy  City,  can  receive 
no  light  from  the  City,  but  would  be  in  darkness,  and  half 
of  the  world  uninhabitable  without  the  light  of  the  Sun, 
there  can  be  but  little  doubt,  not  only  that  the  Sun  will 
shine  on  it,  but  that  the  new  earth  will  have  its  rotary  mo- 
tion on  its  axis  that  causes  day  and  ni:ht.  Continual  day 
then  will  be  only  in  the  City,  and  within  the  light  of  the 
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new  Jerusalem.  Let  the  reader  reflect,  that  the  City  only 
needs  not  the  light  of  the  Sun  according  to  the  text. 

V.  24.  "And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved,  shall 
walk  in  the  light  of  it :  and  the  Kings  of  the  earth  (meaning 
all  the  Kings  of  the  whole  earth)  do  bring  their  glory  and  ho- 
nor into  it." — They  which  are  saved,  who  walk  in  the  light  of 
the  City,  as  they  are  not  of  the  Saints,  who  inhabit  the 
City,  and  who  are  made  Kings  over  them,  must  be  the 
next  best  to  the  Saints  :  those  whose  souls  went  through 
punishment  in  Hades,  (B)  and  at  the  day  of  judgment  were 
found  written  in  the  book,  and  were  saved :  and  among 
them  no  doubt,  those  whom  our  Lord  brought  from  Hell 
(Hades)  after  his  descent  into  it.  The  Saint  Kings  of  the 
saved  nations,  and  the  Saint  Kings  of  the  rest  of  the  earth, 
will  bring  their  glory  and  honor  into  the  City.  The  nations 
not  saved  at  the  day  of  judgment,  who  will  live  without 
the  light  of  the  City,  and  who  will  be  enlighted  only  by  the 
Sun,  1  suppose  to  be  all  mankind  whose  souls  and  immor- 
tal bodies  suffered  punishment  in  the  lake  of  fire,  the  An- 
titype of  the  first  Gehenna.  (C) 

V.  26.  "  And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  honor  of  the 
Nations  into  U." — This  verse  shews  that  God  will  accept 
even  in  the  City,  of  the  glory  and  honor  of  the  nations 
(all  nations,)  and  of  course,  that  he  will  probably  in  due  time 
accept  of  their  persons  in  visiting  his  glorious  City. 

V.  27.  "  And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any 
thing  that  defileth  &c.  but  they  which  are  written  in  the 
Lamb's  Book  of  Life." — The  saints  may  enter  into  the  glo- 
rious City,  and  into  the  immediate  presence  of  God  :  but 
men  who  died  in  sins,  and  who  had  been  punished,  although 
restored  to  the  new  earth,  "wherein  dwelleth  righteousness," 
will  be  for  some  indefinite  time?  unfit  for  that,  and  other 
honors.  We  are  progressive  beings  in  improvement  in  this 
world,  and  will  be  alike  progressive  in  the  world  to  n&me. 

In  the  latitudinary  style  of  Scripture,  Christ's  kingdom 
is  said  to  be  endless  s  but  Paul  tells  us,  the  time  will  come* 
when  Christ  will  deliver  the  kingdom  to  the  Father,  that 
God  may  be  all  in  alL  It  appears  here,  that  a  greater  per- 
fection is  necessary  for  man  to  enter  into  the  presence  of 
God,  than  merely  to  be  restored  to  the  new  earth.  Proba- 
bly Christ  will  reign  on  this  new  earth,  'till  that  degree  of 
perfection  in  all  will  be  accomplished,  and  then  he  will  de- 
liver the  kingdom  to  the  Father.  His  kingdom  was  call- 
ed endless,  probably  because  it  would  not  end  during  the 
continuance  of  the  old  world,  and  of  the  Hells, 


Ch.  22.  v.  3.  "There  shall  be  no  more  curse. " — No  pun- 
ishment of  any  kind,  declared  by  him  who  sat  on  the  throne. 
V.  6.  "  He  sent  his  Angel  to  shew  unto  his  servants,  the 
things  that  must  shortly  be  done." — "V.  10.   The  Angel 
"saith  to  me,  seal  not  the  sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this 
book,  for  the  time  is  at  hand." — The  Angel  gave  in  charge 
not  to  keep  these  revelations  private,  for  the  things  reveal- 
ed would  soon  begin  to  be  accomplished  in  the  successive 
times  of  temptations  and  trial. — V.  11.  "  He  that  is  unjust, 
let  him  be  unjust  still  &c.  and  he  that  is  holy,  let  him  be 
holy  still.5' — In  the  approaching  times  of  trial,  the  unjust 
would  continue  unjust,  and-  persecuting-;  and  the  holy 
would  continue  faithful  still.    This  verse  has  been  used  by 
the  eternity  men,  as  if  it  related  to  the  future  life.    It  does 
not,  but  to  men  in  this  lire  ;  but  if  it  did,  the  Angel  in  this, 
verse  would  contradict  the  words  of  God  in  the  3d,  where 
he  says  "  there  shall  be  no  more  curse." — V.  14.  "  Blessed 
are  they  that  do  his  commandments  &c.  that  they  may  en- 
ter through  the  gates  into  the  holy  City."    The  blessings 
here  are  to  those  who  obeyed  in  their  mortal  state  :  the 
next  verse  relates  to  those  who  did  not  obey.    In  these 
verses  there  is  a  neat  contrast  of  the  elevated  sta/.ion  of  the 
saints,  with  the  degradation  of  the  restored  sinners  on  the 
new  earth.    V.  15.  "  For  without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers, 
and  whoremongers,  and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  who- 
soever loveth,  and  maketfe-a  lie."    We  have  already  seen 
in  Ch.  21.  v.  24.  tnut  the  nations  of  those  that  are  saved^ 
are  they  that  live,  or  walk  without  the  City,and I'm  the  light 
of  it.    Our  wretched  translators  in  this  verse  call  the  8  sav- 
ed, dogs  &e.    They  must  have  seen,  that  their  translation 
contradicted  the  whole  tenor  of  Scripture,  and  of  corn- 
men  senses  yet,  they  were  willing  to  do  any  thing  to  sup- 
port their  theory.    In  the  original  there  is  no  verb  in  the 
beginning  of  the  verse.    The  absurdity  of  the  translators^ 
is,  their  inserting  the  verb  '  are'  of  the  present  tense,  in- 
stead of  6  were'  of  the  past.    It  ought  to  have  been  ren- 
dered "  For  without  are  those  who  were  dogs  &c."    It  is 
impossible,  that  in  the  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righte- 
ousness, and  where  all  are  immortal,  there  can  be  murder- 
ers, where  none  can  be  murdered,  and  where  there  is  no 
difference  of  sexes,  that  there  can  be  whoremongers  ;  for 
Christ  said,  "  in  the  life  to  come,  we  will  be  as  the  Angels 
of  Heaven." 

Thus,  we  see  that  this  verse  shews  us  the  state  of  all 
mankind  on  the  new  earth,  viz.  that  the  saints  will  inhabit 
the  City,  that  those  who  were  once  murderers,  whoremon- 
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gers,  &e.  will  be  living  either  within,  or  without  the  light 
of  the  City;  soiae  among  those  called  the  6 saved,3  in  the 
light  of  the  city  :  that  the  rest  of  the  wicked  of  every  de- 
nomination mentioned  in  this  last  verse,  which  will  include 
all  the  wicked  that  were  in  the  Lake,  see  Ch.  21.  v.  8. 
will  be  restored  to  the  new  earth,  and  will  inhabit  without 
the  light  of  the  citv,  and  will  send  their  glory  and  honor  to 
God,  "which  God  will  accept  of  in  the  holy  city.  See  again 
Ch.  %h  v.  24.  Infants  will  not  be  of  the  saints,  as  they  had 
not  fought  a  good  fight  in  the  faith  of  Christ;  for,  as  they 
had  done  nothing,  they  cannot  have  a  crown  of  victory, 
and  glory,  and  be  of  the  first  inhabitants  of  the  holy  city 
among:  the  martyrs.  Nor  will  they  properly  be  of  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  were  judged  at  the  day  of  judgment,  and 
pronounced  blessed  for  their  deeds  of  charity  :  for  they 
knew  not  what  was  charity  while  they  lived  in  the  flesh, 
Infants,  as  they  will  receive  no  punishment  among  the 
condemned,  and  no  exaltation  like  the  saints,  I  may  pre- 
sume to  suppose  will  inhabit  on  the  new  earth  with  the 
saved  in  the  light  of  the  city.  Some  idiots,  and  some  Bed- 
lamites may  be  as  innocent  as  children,  and  inhabit  with 
them. 

Reader!  consider  the  above,  take  comfort,  and  rejoice 
in  the  restoration  of  all  men  !  On  the  new  earth  you  will 
live,  and  be  either  one  of  the  saints  ;  of  the  saved  in  the 
light  ;  or  of  those  without  the  light  of  the  city. 

How  much  better  are  the  good  news  of  the  Gospel,  than 
the  miserable  tales  of  some  Preachers,  who  sav,  that  if  the 
whole  world  was  sand,  and  after  suffering  a  year  for  every 
grain  of  it,  it  would  be  only  the  entering  into  the  blazing 
torments  of  Hell. 

Scripture  here  exhibits  to  the  contemplative  mind,  the 
whole  race  of  men  restored  !  How  grand  was  the  death  of 
the  great  Messiah  for  such  an  end  I^and  how  consonant  the 
end  with  all  the  promises  of  Scripture  !  which  God,  as  God 
who  cannot  lie,  must  comply  with.  Believe  then,  what 
the  eternity  men  believe  not,  "that  God  is  love,  is  goodness, 
is  mercy,  is  wisdom,  is  justice,  is  God,  and  may  God  bless 
such  belief ! 

I  selected  this  part  of  Scripture  for  explanation,  because 
it  contains  the  closing  scenes  of  prophecy  :  for  if  those 
scenes  exhibit  the  universal  restoration,  it  must  be  true,  as 
there  is  no  after  Scripture  to  contradict  it. 

Its  harmony  with  all  the  promises,  with  all  the  types  that 
relate  to  it,  and  even  with  all  the  threatening,  taking  the 
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word  aioon  in  its  true  meaning  "  a  long  age/  is  not  only 
an  evidence  of  its  truth,  but  of  the  falsehood,  and  wicked- 
ness of  endless  condemnators'  doctrine  under  the  cunning 
of  the  Latin  word  eternity. 

As  I  have  written  in  the  first  Tract,  I  assert  again,  as  a 
Scriptural  discovery,  that  neither  the  word  *  eternal,5  nor 
any  endless  duration  with  respect  to  men,  is  mentioned  in 
Scripture  :  nor  is  any  contrast  of  eternal  and  temporal  ex- 
pressed, or  implied  in  the  Greek.  Perhaps  the  word  f  tem- 
poral/ (Gr.  Chronikos)  is  neither  expressed,  or  implied  in 
the  whole  Greek  Testament.  The  word  f  eternal'  at  best 
relates  to  the  duration  of  ages,  but  the  word  s  temporal' 
when  applied  to  time  in  the  abstract,  as  time  in  the  ab- 
stract is  endless,  must  relate  to  an  endless  duration,  there- 
fore time  will  never  end,  contrasted  eternity  never  begin. 

We  arc  not  positively  said  in  Scripture  to  be  creatures 
intended  for  an  endless  life.  Our  progression  only  is  men- 
tioned as  being  very  long.  Consistent  with  our  present 
degraded  state,  we  have  no  right  to  expect  the  nature  of 
infinities  to  be  revealed  to  us,  nor  could  we  comprehend 
it  if  revealed,  as  we  are  finite  beings.  Even  in  the  Mil- 
lennium, and  on  the  new  earth,  they  may  not  have  the  na- 
ture, or  full  meaning  of  infinities  revealed  to  them.  God 
may,  to  keep  them  from  pride,  stile  himself  to  them,  as  he 
does  to  us,  as  God  of  the  ages;  the  ages  he  has  revealed 
as  appertaining  to  men.  The  attributes  of  God,  the  na- 
ture of  us,  his  rational  and  moral  creatures,  and  the  im- 
portant death  and  passion  of  the  Messiah  for  us,  with  the 
long  ages  of  our  duration  mentioned  in  Scripture,  are  the 
sources  from  whence  we  can  draw  our  best  proofs  of  our 
being  intended  for  an  endless  existence  ;  and  from  these 
sources  alone,  we  may  probably  have  as  good  a  proof  for 
uur,  as  the  Angels  of  Heaven  have  for  their  endless  ex- 
istence, but  we  do  not  know  the  proofs,  as  the  Angels  know 
them. 

Our  Lord  said  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Mat.  26.  v.  24.  "  It  had 
been  good  for  that  man,  if  he  had  not  been  born."  If  there 
is  an  endless  punishment  for  all  the  wicked,  it  would  have 
been  better  for  all  of  them,  if  they  had  not  been  born,  and 
if  there  is  any  endless  punishment,  our  Lord  would  have 
pronounced  it  here.  Our  Lord  spoke  only  so  of  Judas,  there- 
fore Judas  may  have  to  go  through  more  punishment,  and 
degradation  than  any  other  man  :  if  so,  it  is  good  for  the 
meanest  moral  agent  of  men,  if  he  had  not  have  been 
born.  This  implies  that  all  other  men  had  better  have  been 
born  :  so  that  all  other  men  will  have  a  greater  degree  of 
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blessings,  than  of  cursings.  If  this  is  good  reasoning,  aij 
mankind  except  Judas,  as  they  suffer  much  in  this  life,  and 
as  the  mass  of  them  are  to  suffer  in  Hell  too,  must  have  ve- 
ry much  of  blessings  laid  up  for  them  in  the  life  to  come, 
and  after  all  their  sufferings  are  ended  :  but  this  is  incon- 
sistent with  endless  punishment,  therefore  there  can  be  no 
endless  punishment ;  not  even  for  Judas  ;  for,  with  all  his 
degradation  and  punishment  considered  with  a  view  to  non- 
existence, non-existence  must  only  be  prefered,  as  in  the. 
mild  sentence,  "good  if  he  had  not  been  born  :"  so  that  a 
succession  of  blessings  after  his  cursings,  is  inferred,  to 
make  his  whole  blessings  nearly  equal  to  a  state  of  non- 
existence, or  no  suffering.  If  Christ  meant  '  by  not  to 
have  been  born,'  '  to  have  died  in  the  womb/  it  is  still  in 
favor  of  Universalism.  The  lowest  grade  of  existence  on 
the  new  earth,  probably  will  be  his  (Judas's)  station. 

Titus.  Ch.  2.  v.  11.  «  For  the  grace  of  God  that  bringetli 
salvation  hath  appeared  to  all  men.5'  V.  12.  "Teaching 
us  (all  men,)  that  denying  ungodliless  and  worldly  lusts* 
w&  should  live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly  in  this  pre- 
sent world."  (Gr.  age,  aioon  never  signifies  world.)  V.  13, 
"  Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appear- 
ing of  the  great  God,  and  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ."  V.  14. 
"  Who  gave  himself  for  us  (all  men,)  that  he  might  redeem 
us  (all  men)  from  all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself  a 
peculiar  people  (the  saints,)  zealous  of  good  works." 

V.  11,  The  translators  in  support  of  their  never  ending 
punishment,  have  basely  perverted  this  text :  which  plainly 
and  literally  signifies  in  the  original,  "  The  grace  of  God 
that  bringeth  salvation  to  all  men,  hath  appeared." — - 
Meaning  Jesus,  the  Savior  of  all  men,  and  who  bring- 
eth salvation  to  all  men,  hath  appeared.  No  verse  in 
the  original  Scripture,  can  be  more  clearly  rendered  in. 
its  true  meaning  into  English  than  this.  In  this,  and  in 
the  three  succeeding  verse?,  Paul  gives  to  Titus,  a  sum- 
mary of  the  redemption,  which  implies  the  universal  res- 
toration :  and  hints  at  the  purification  of  the  saints,  as  a 
secondary  reason  for  Christ's  coming ;  for  it  is  put  after 
"  he  gave  himself  for  us  (all  men.)"  The  Bible  version  de- 
clares a  notorious  faisehood,  for  neither  Christ,  or  the  new- 
Testament  has  ever  ret  appeared  to  all  men. 

If  the  translator's  were  alive  among  us,  they  could  not 
disprove  the  above.  The  commentator's  generally  being 
eternity  men,  have  labored  not  so  much  to  interpret  the 
original,  as  to  justify  the  blunders,  and  the  theory  of  the 
translators  ?  and  thus,  their  works  have  been  delusive,  wd 
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less  friendly  to  truth.  Remember,  our  Lord  said,  "When 
J  come,  shall  I  find  faith  on  the  earth?"  Alluding  as  welt 
to  the  translations  and  to  the  commentaries,  as  to  the  sects  ; 
for  they  are  the  grounds  of  their  faith  ;  as  the  Rabbinical 
institutions  were  in  Christ's  time  to  the  faith  of  the  Jews. 
TF  the  Apostolic  knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  with  its  purify- 
ing faith,  that  worketh  by  love,  was  now  with  men,  who 
could  properly  say,  that  the  miraculous  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  would  not  attend  it  ?  There  is  a  dark  cloud  no  doubt, 
that  pervades  Christendom,  as  it  pervaded  Judea  at  our 
Lord's  time  of  preaching.  Even  the  Apostles  then,  who 
were  taught,  did  not  understand  well,  until  they  were  en- 
lightened by  the  miraculous  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

One  of  the  marks  of  the  whore  of  Babylon,  and  one  of 
her  crimes  is,  her  forbidding  to  marry  :  her  greater  crime 
is,  her  introduction  of  the  Latin  word  *  eternity,'  to  mean 
an  infinite  duration  ;  and  her  applying  it  to  punishment,  to 
make  void  all  the  promises  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  vilify  the 
character  of  God,  for  the  only  purpose  of  her  increasing 
the  power  of  her  high  priest  (the  Pope,)  and  the  power  of 
.her  other  priesthood.  The  Protestants  vilely  following  her 
in  attributing  endless  punishment,  in  that  particular  are 
more  culpable  than  the  whore,  for  they  encourage  marriage, 
and  according  to  their  own  opinions,  do  all  they  can  to  po- 
pulate Satan's  endless  kingdom.  I  could  ask,  whether  the 
mortal  sufferings  of  ten  thousand  murdered  persons,  is  e- 
qua!  to  the  sufferings  of  a  single  child  in  Hell  to  an  end- 
less duration  ?  Why  then  do  Protestants  marry  to  have  chil- 
dren, when  they  must  believe,  excepting  infants,  that  at  least 
999  of  1000  will  go  to  this  punishment  ?  If  a  murderer  of 
the  body  goes  to  Hell,  where  ought  they,  who  beget  chil- 
dren lor  an  endless  Hell  to  go  ?  I  have  truly  to  advise  ev- 
ery man  and  woman,  if  they  mean  to  be  consistent  and 
honest,  never  to  marry  until  they  become  Universalists  : 
for  if  they  do,  they  certainly  will  deserve  to  goto  Hell, 
and  in  great  probability  they  will  enter  into  it  ;  for  they 
must  be  accountable  for  the  inhumanity,  if  it  is  only  in 
their  adopted  opinions.  None  but  Universalists  can  be 
men  of  enlarged  christian  charity,  true  Philanthropists: 
their  faith  in,  and  love  of  God  alone  are  consistent. 

Some  christians  after  consenting,  that  there  is  in  the  origi- 
nal Seripture9  neither  the  word  everlasting,  or  forever,  rela- 
xing to  punishment,  yet  from  attachment  to  their  old  mean 
creed,  frivolously  build  their  faith  in  endless  punishment  on 
tne  text,  "  Where  the  worm  dieth  not  and  the  fire  is  not 
ouenched,"    ML  ch,  9.  v.  44.   The  Commentator  Mack- 
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night  has  it,  "  These  expressions  seem  to  be  borrowed  from 
Isaiah,  ch.  66.  v.  44."  The  reference  in  Guise's  Bible  on 
Mk.  9.  v.  44.  is  to  the  same  verse  of  Isaiah.  Thus, it  seems 
to  be  a  general  opinion,  that  the  passage  in  Isaiah,  "  Where 
the  worm  shall  not  die,  neither  shall  the  fire  be  quenched/' 
was  a  type.  This  passage  of  Isaiah,  alludes  to  the  two 
ways  that  the  ancients  had  of  disposing  of  dead  men's  bo- 
dies :  the  one  by  interment,  and  the  other  by  burning  the 
bodies,  and  putting  their  ashes  in  urns.  The  magots  (this 
gross  allusion  only  suited  the  mortal,  not  the  immortal  bo- 
dies) in  the  first  case  were  quickly  killed  by  interment; 
and  in  the  other,  the  bodies  were  quickly  consumed  by  fire. 
I  take  this  passage  of  Isaiah,  after  he  had  used  it,  to  have 
been  a  proverbial  expression  for  any  long  continuance  of 
evil.  As  this  type  of  Isaiah  relates  only  to  seven  months 
for  the  worm  not  to  die,  and  the  fire  not  to  be  quenched* 
the  pretended  endless  period  there  is  very  limited.  Our 
Lord  used  the  same  passage  as  its  antitype  in  the  text  of 
Mark.  Now,  the  type  relates  expressly  to  the  destruction 
of  the  army  on  the  mountains  of  Israel  of  the  Chief  Prince 
of  Meshech  and  Tubal,  at  our  Lord's  coming  before  the 
Millennium.  The  carcases  of  this  immense  army  will  be 
exposed,  and  be  burying  seven  months.  See  Ez.  ch.  39. 
Again  if  we  consider  the  exposure  of  these  numerous  bo- 
dies  for  so  long  a  time,  as  a  type  of  the  exposure  of  the 
bodies  of  all  the  wicked  in  the  second  Gehenna  for  an  an- 
alogous time;  we  may  have  the  seven  months  to  figure  to 
us,  seven  thousand  years  of  punishment  in  Gehenna,  or 
the  Lake  of  fire,  for  the  wicked  ;  a  thousand  years  for  ev- 
ery month. — The  antitype  mav  accord  with  the  type  in 
other  particulars,  which  men  in  the  Millennium  will  pro- 
bably know  better  than  we  can.  But  if  the  seven  thousand 
years  are  the  period  of  the  antitype,  that  will  be  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  Hell  Gehenna/or  the  Lake  ;  after  which 
it  will  be  extinguished. — As  some  were  buried  in  Hamon- 
Gog  sooner  than  other  some,  they  typify  to  us,  that  some 
will  go  out  of  the  Lake  sooner  than  others.  As  from  the 
creation  to  the  destruction  of  Gehenna,  or  the  Lake  of 
fire,  will  be  fourteen  thousand  years,  Hades  lasting  seven 
thousand,  and  Gehenna  seven  thousand,  so  the  remainder 
of  forty-nine  thousand  years  (forty -nine  being  the  number 
of  years  to  the  Jubilee,  the  type,  and  a  thousand  being 
put  for  every  year,  make  the  sum  of  the  antitype  as  stated, 
representing  the  final  year  of  Jubilee,  or  the  restitution  of 
all  things,)  will  be  thirty-five  thousand  years/ which  Christ 
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will  have  to  reign  on  the  new  earth  ;  and  then  he  will  deli-  r; 
ver  the  kingdom  to  the  Father.    This  great  Jubilee  of  forty 
nine  thousand  years  may  be  a  type  of  a  grander  succeed- 
ing Jubilee,  &c. 

To  be  more  particular,  and  to  corroborate  the  foregoing? 
I  have  to  add,  that  God  made  the  world  in  six  clays,  and 
rested  the  seventh,  and  made  it  a  holy  day  for  mairs  rest. 
God  made  the  world  with  a  knowledge  of  the  certainty  of 
Adam's  fall,  and  to  suit  the  event.  After  the  fall,  God 
pronounced,  that  man  should  eat  his  bread  by  the  sweat  of 
his  brow,  but  the  sabbath  day  was  to  be  kept  holy.  The  six 
days  of  creation  were  a  type  of  man's  degradation,  and  the 
seventh  day  was  a  type  of  his  elevation.  Now  Peter  wrote 
on  this  point  2.-  Peter,  ch.  3.  u  That  one  day  is  with 
the  Lord,  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand  years  as 
one  day."  From  the  above  I  infer,  that  for  six  thousand 
years,  answering  to  the  six  days  of  creation,  men  were  to 
continue  degraded  ;  but  during  the  Sabbatical  thousand, 
the  Millennium,  answering  to  the  seventh  day,  men  were 
to  receive  an  elevated  dignity.  The  first  Sabbatical,  or 
seventh  year  of  release,  Deut.  ch.  15.  (every  year  being  a 
type  of  a  thousand)  answers  to  the  Millennium,  and  the 
ending  of  it*  to  the  ending  of  Hades  as  a  place  of  punish- 
ment, and  to  the  commencement  of  Gehenna  for  a  place  of 
punishment.  The  ending  of  the  second  Sabbatical  year  of 
release,  will  answer  to  the  ending  of  Gehenna,  and  of  the 
everlasting  torments  in  Hell-flames,  and  to  the  beginning 
of  the  new  earth,  and  the  new  Jerusalem.  As  the  Lake 
of  fire  was  prepared  for  the  Devil  and  his  Angels,  for  their 
complete  subjection,  Matt.  25.  v.  41.  and  as  Satan  will  be 
cast  into  Hades  for  the  whole  Sabbatical  one  thousand 
years,  it  is  probable  that  the  Devils  will  be  left  in  it  to  the 
end  of  the  seventh  thousandth  year,  but  that  the  last  of 
■mankind  will  go  out  of  Gehenna  at  the  end  of  the  sixth 
thousandth  year  :  because  the  seventh  answers  to  their  Sab- 
bath, the  time  of  their  exaltation.  The  type  of  the  bury- 
ing in  Hamon-Gog  for  seven  months,  will  figure  then  the 
whole  punishment  of  men  and  Devils  for  the  seven  thousand 
years.  It  is  reasonable,  that  the  Devils  should  suffer  lon- 
ger than  men,  as  they  had  instigated  men,  and  had  been  the 
cause  in  them  of  all  kinds  of  vice.  The  3d,  4th,  5th,  6th, 
and  7th  Sabbatical  years,  will  answer  to  some  grand  and 
good  events,  that  will  Happen  on  the  new  earth.  The  end- 
ing of  the  seventh  Sabbatical  year  of  release,  or  of  the  Ju- 
bilee, will  answer  to  the  finishing  of  Christ's  mediatorial 
kingdom,  by  his  bringing  all  mankind  to  a  state  of  such 
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perfection  as  ttill  make  them  fit  to  be  delivered  to  the  Fa  - 
ther. Thus  will  be  ended  the  most  extended  type,  pro- 
phecies, and  declarations  relative  to  us  in  Scripture.  It 
will  be  the  ending  of  all  the  ages,  and  the  ending  of  Christ's 
endless  kingdom:  but  it  seems  to  leave  us  in  almost  the 
grandest  state  of  existence,  we  can  be  capable  of  receiving 
as  the  rational  creatures  of  such  a  small  globe.  From  the 
above  it  is  evident,  that  six  thousand  years  are  the  longest 
period  of  the  human  punishment  of  any  individual  in  Hell. 

My  opinion  is,  that  the  earth  will  be  a  Comet  for  the  se- 
ven thousand  years  of  its  burning.  We  see  no  worlds  on 
fire  but  Suns  and  Comets,  and  as  it  cannot  be  a  Sun,  it 
must  become  a  Comet.  Comets  frequently  pass  around 
our  Sun,  and  disturb  not  our  planetary  system.  They  ne- 
ver go  two  together,  therefore  the  Moon  will  not  go  with, 
the  earth.  The  earth  could  not  continue  in  its  orbit  in  flames 
without  disturbing  the  system,  especially  its  satelite  the 
Moon,  therefore  the  earth  probably  will  be  a  Comet:  and 
this  is  consistent  with  the  Scripture  :  Rev.  20.  v.  11.  "  From 
whose  face  the  earth,  and  the  Heaven  (Atmosphere)  fled 
away,  and  place  (7?)  was  not  found  for  them.5'  Then  the 
earth  will  begin  its  eccentric  orbit ;  and  when  the  seven 
thousand  years  are  ended,  it  is  possible,  it  may  be  placed 
in  its  former  station. 

Whne  we  contemplate  these  grand  changes,  and  their 
ending  in  the  glorious  new  earth,  with  what  wonder  and 
gratitude  ought  we  to  worship  the  author  of  such  grand 
varities  !  All,  shewing  his  providential  goodness !  All, 
tending  to  his  own  glory,  and  to  the  greatest  good  of  all 
his  moral  and  probationary  creatures  !  Wonderful  and 
good  are  thy  ways  !  O  Lord  !  God  Almighty  ! — God  may 
have  multitudes  of  grand  unrevealed  varieties  in  his  provi- 
dence for  us  after  these. 

Some  persons  may  suppose,  that  although  there  should 
be  no  sea,  yet  the  size  of  the  present  world  would  be  quite 
too  small  for  the  whole  race  of  men  to  inhabit.  Such  per- 
sons ought  to  consider,  that  the  Creator  can  make  out  of 
the  materials  of  the  present  earth,  a  globe  many  times  big- 
er  than  the  earth,  and  that  he  cannot  be  defective  in  any 
of  his  works. 

Matt.  ch.  3.  v.  12.  "  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will 
thoroughly  purge  his  floor,  and  gather  his  wheat  in  the 
garner  :  but  will  burn  up  the  chaff  with  unquenchable  fire." 
John  the  Baptist  in  a  prophetic  aspiration  in  this  verse  de- 
clares, that  our  Lord  would  thoroughly  purge  his  floor. — 
What  can  his  floor  mean  but  the  souls  of  all  men  ?  And 
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gather  his  wheat  in  the  garner.  What  can  the  wheat  mean, 
but  all  the  human  race,  his  creatures' souls  and  bodies  when 
purified,  and  restored  ?  And  what  can  the  garner  mean, 
but  the  new  earth,  the  place  of  their  restoration  ?  But  he 
will  burn  up  the  chaff*  with  unquenchable  fire.  What  can 
the  chaff  mean,  but  the  stains  on  men's  souls  by  their  sins? 
And  if  these  are  burnt  up  with  unquenchable  fire,  no  sins 
will  be  left  :  and  it  will  be  consistent  with  the  promise, 
John  3.  v.  17.  that  "  the  world  through  him  might  be  sav- 
ed."— But  if  the  wicked  people  are  meant  by  the  chaff,  it 
will  be  inconsistent  with  all  his  promises  ;  and  only  con- 
sistent with  the  destructionists,  and  not  with  the  endless 
condemnators  at  all.  For  if  they  are  burnt  up,  they  are 
destroyed,  and  there  must  be  an  end  to  their  punishment. 

1.  Cor.  ch.  3.  v.  15.  «  If  any  man's  work  shall  be  burnt,  he 
shall  suffer  loss  :  but  he  himself  shall  be  saved  ;  yet  so  as 
by  fire." — This  verse  accords  well  with  the  foregoing  ex- 
plication :  man's  chaffy  works  will  be  burnt;  he  will  suf- 
fer in  it,  and  be  in  a  degraded  station  on  the  new  earth, 
being  saved,  so  as  by  fire.  Fire  is  necessary,  and  the  ap- 
propriated means  for  condemned  sinners  paying  their  ut- 
most farthing,  and  then  grace  will  be  given  to  them;  just 
as  afflictions  in  this  life  are  the  means  used  by  God,  with 
his  grace  to  bring  men  to  the  purity  of  his  saints.  But  the 
death,  and  sufferings  of  Christ  alone,  give  to  men  their 
claim  to  the  consequence  of  these  means,  immortal  hap- 
piness. Without  his  merits  men  could  not  be  admitted  in- 
to that  happiness,  but  probably  would  be  destroyed  at  their 
deaths.  Thus  "  Christ  is  the  resurrection  and  the  lite,  &c." 
John  11.  v.  25.  He  purchased  immortality  and  the  heaven- 
ly life  for  us  all ;  all  our  sins  being  cancelled  in  that  view. 

Presumptuously  assuming  to  ascribe  to  men,  infirmities, 
which  God  has  not  revealed,  the  eternity  men  are  the  blind- 
est of  christians.  This  blindness  proceeds  from  their  trust- 
ing more  in  human  articles,  and  creeds,  than  in  the  sacred 
original  Scripture. 

To  believe  in  a  God,  without  believing  in  his  attributes, 
is  scarcely  better  than  Atheism.  To  believe  in  God's  infi- 
nite knowledge,  in  his  omnipotence,  and  omnipresence ;  and 
that  malignance,  or  hatred,  instead  of  love,  is  his  disposi- 
tion, and  the  spring  of  his  actions  ;  is  to  believe,  that  he  is 
as  much  worse  than  Satan,  as  his  power  is  greater  ;  and 
that  thus  he  created  (what  Satan  could  not  do)  the  far 
greater  part  of  men  for  a  malignant  endless  punishment 
I  now  ask  the  eternity  men,  whether  this,  under  all  their 
false  colouring  of  matter,  is  not  their  faith  ? 
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Do  they  not  assert,  that  he  will  punish  without  mercy  to 
an  endless  duration,  nearly  the  whole  race  of  mankind,  al- 
though he  knew  before  he  made  them,  that  they  would  be- 
come a  wicked  race  ?  And  do  they  not  thereby  assert,  that 
the  Gospel  has  a  falsehood  in  it,  where  it  says,  that  God 
hateth  nothing  he  has  made?  Is  not  this  to  vilify  the  cha- 
racter of  God  ?  And  is  it  not  an  unbelief  in  the  attributes  of 
God  ?  And  the  making  him  a  liar  as  to  his  claim  to  be  love, 
and  the  kind  Father  of  all  his  moral,  and  rational  crea- 
tures ? 

My  opinion  is,  that  to  believe  he  will  not  restore  all  his 
moral  creatures  according  to  his  word,  but  only  a  few  of 
them  ;  is  to  believe  in  a  God  of  their  own  imaginations,  and 
not  to  believe  in  Jehovah  of  the  Scripture,  whose  charac- 
ter is  so  nobly  portrayed  there. 

The  kingdom  of  grace  began,  when  the  promise  was  giv- 
en to  Adam  ;  that  Christ  should  bruise  the  Serpent's  head. 
Had  men  after  the  fall  of  Adam  continued  without  grace  to 
the  birth  of  Christ,  as  without  it,  their  disposition  became 
progressive  from  bad  to  worse,  they  would  have  degenerated 
to  the  level  of  the  wildest  beasts.  From  the  time  of  the 
promise  to  the  end  of  the  Millennium,  "  Christ  will  be  tne 
true  light,  that  lighteth  every  one  that  cometh  into  the 
world.'*— Therefore  that  grace  that  humamsfi,  and  softens 
the  dispositions  of  all,  is  given  to  all  at  their  births,  lhe 
eternity  man  that  does  not  believe  this,  may  be  said  to 
strain  at  a  gnat  :'5  and  as  he  believes  in  an  endless  tor. 
merit  for  the  great  mass  of  mankind,  he  may  proper  lj  be 
said  "  to  swallow  a "caniel.M  c ;# 

The  Protestant  reformers  instead  of  imitating  the  A. 
postles,  were  persecutors  and  sometimes  cruel  "^tnose 
from  whom  they  separated  :  therefore  the  Devil,  «l  o  ei« 
tempted  our  Lord,  had  much  power  over  them,  ^ 
blinded  them,  and  caused  them  to  believe,  ftatGod  ' w» 
ultimately  as  wicked  as  himself  :  that  his  promise*  meant 
very  little,  but  that  his  threatening*  weie  to  be  received 
from  the  Church,  from  widen  they  separated,  and  in  their 
sense  of  them,  as  sacred  truths,  and  that  a    long  age 
when  applied  to  threatening*  meant  an  endless  ^Jf^T 
These  were  flattering  insinuations  from  Satan,  as  they  tend- 
ed  to  increase  their  power  over  their  followers. 
that  have  sprung  from  the  reformers  have  genc™Jj  ««JJ 
ced  these  sacred  truths.    Satan  has  seen  wed  t i  tha  .  and 
has  instructed  each  sect  to  believe  that  their  sec t  on  y  has 
the  true  faith.    Thus  Satan  spreads  bigotry,  and  spmtaal 
pride,  as  he  did  with  the  Jews,  and  strives  all  he  can  to 
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pervert  Christianity,  that  when  Christ  will  come,  he  may 
find  no  system  of  true  Christianity  in  the  world,  and  thfs 
accords  with  Christ's  own  prophecy. 

Satan  no  doubt,  presided  over  the  translators  of  our  Bi- 
ble, and  caused  their  prejudices  to  produce  such  a  false 
translation  :  and  has  presided  ever  since  over  the  interest- 
ed  and  influential  mortals  of  the  nation,  to  continue  it  as 
its  national  translation,  and  as  the  true  words  of  God. — - 
The  nation  has  much  to  answer  for  this  contempt  of  the 
original  Scripture.  In  their  civil  laws,  when  errors  are 
made,  men  strive  to  have  them  rectified,  but  in  the  laws  of 
God,  when  they  know,  that  errors  are  in  their  translation 
of  them,  men  are  culpably  regardless  of  the  matter,  as  if 
they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  true  knowledge  of,  and 
obedience  to  their  great  Creator's  laws.  Thus  the  world 
is  prefered  to  Heaven  by  them,  because  their  deeds  are  evil. 

Some  persons  consider  the  Millennium  as  posterior  to 
the  great  day  of  judgment ;  while  other  men  by  taking  the 
Scripture  in  a  very  figurative  sense,  almost  exclude  it 
from  Scripture.  Universalists  understand  it  as  it  is  reveal- 
ed in  Scripture,  as  anterior  to,  and  ending  at,  or  near  to  the 
day  of  the  general  judgment. — The  eternity  men  in  their 
prayers,  often,Jf  not  generally,  petition  God  to  bless  them  at 
the  great  day  of  judgment,  or  general  resurrection. — What 
is  such  a  prayer  according  to  our  opinion,  which  is  agreea- 
ble to  Scripture,  but  to  petition  God,  that  they  may  not  be 
members  of  the  saints,  but  that  they  may  be  cast  into  Ha- 
des, and  after  coming  out  may  be  members  of  the  saved  ? 
For  when  Christ  will  come  at  the  first  resurrection,  he  will 
bring  all  the  saints  with  him,  and  leave  out  not  one  that  will 
be  so  at  his  coming.  1.  Thess.  ch.  4.  v.  16.  17.  "  The  dead 
in  Christ  shall  rise  first.5-- Then  we  thature  alive  (the  liv- 
ing saints  in  the  flesh,)  and  remain,  shall  be  caught  up  to- 
gether with  them.  Rev.  ch.  20.  v.  4.  5.  6.  John  speaking  of 
the  saints,  has  it,  "  They  lived,  and  reigned  with  Christ  a 
thousand  years  ;  but  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again 
until  the  thousand  years  were  finished.  This  is  the  first 
resurrection.55  The  great  day  of  judgment  is  at  the  tima 
of  the  second,  and  general  resurrection. 

At  the  general  judgment  recorded  by  Match.  25.  they  who 
answered  our  Lord  with  so  much  surprise  at  the  importance 
of  their  small  deeds  of  chanty  done  to  men,  are  not  the 
saints  who  were  saved  by  faith,  re-judged,  and  answering 
so  simply,  but  those  who  had  been  in  Hades,  and  had  paid 
the  utmost  farthing  j  their  debts  being  greatly  lessened  by 
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their  charity.  These  are  those  called  in  the  Revelation  or 
John,  the  saved. 

The  rest  who  had  come  from  Hades,  and  those  who 
were  killed  by  the  fire  from  Heaven,  all  in  their  im- 
mortal bodies,  together  with  the  Devils  will  be  cast  into 
the  lake  of  fire.  Now,  if  the  prayers  of  the  eternity  men 
are  complied  with,  what  will  they  obtain  according  to  their 
own  opinion  of  God's  punishment,  but  endless  damnation  ? 
Thus,  Satan  has  so  blinded  them,  that  even  against  their 
own  wishes,  they  pray  for  an  endless  punishment  for  them- 
selves; and  this  the  providence  of  God  permits  them  to  do, 
as  a  judgment  against  them,  for  their  malignity  against  their 
fellow  men,  and  for  their  horrible  opinion  of  his  own  cha- 
racter. 

In  a  prayer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Manual,  we 
have  the  words  "  at  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last 
day,  we  may  receive  that  blessing,  which  thy  beloved  Son 
shall  then  confer  upon  all  that  truly  love,  and  fear  thee." — 
The  eternity  sects  accord  generally  with  this  prayer.  They 
do  not  often  pray  to  be  blessed  in  the  first  resurrection,  or 
that  of  the  saints,  but  pass  it  over  as  of  no  consequence, 

John.  ch.  6.  Our  Lord  said  in  various  verses,  "  He  would 
raise  them  up  at  the  last  day."  Now  John,  not  to  contra- 
dict his  Revelation,  which  he  had  written  before  his  Gos- 
pel, and  the  Apostle  Paul ;  must  mean  here  the  first  resur- 
rection. For  the  extreme  day  (as  it  is  m  the  original,)  is 
the  extreme  day  of  that  present  dispensation  before  the 
Millennium,  when  he  would  come  again,  and  raise  the 
saints.  This  is  the  first  resurrection.  Observe  that  the  per- 
sons promised  to  be  raised,  were  believers,  the  saints,  even 
some  who  had  seen  him. 

I  shall  now  introduce  a  few  more  of  the  type3,  and  after, 
a  few  more  of  the  promises  as  specimens,  to  shew  that  they 
are  only  consistent  with  Universalism.  I  cannot  here  neg- 
lect our  Lord's  descent  into  Hell,  and  delivering  the  cap- 
tives, as  an  earnest,  and  type  of  his  restoring  all  men.— 
David  said,  "  God  would  not  leave  his  soul  in  Hell,  nor 
suffer  his  holy  one  to  see  corruption." — Peter  wrote,  that 
our  Lord's  soul  descended  into  Hell  after  his  death,  preach- 
ed to  them  that  were  there  from  the  flood,  about  two  thou- 
sand four  hundred  years,  that  they  might  be.  judged  accord- 
ing to  man  in  the  flesh,  and  live  afterwards  according  to 
God,  in  the  spirit.  In  the  providence  of  God,  our  Lord 
perhaps  died  at  the  exact  time,  when  they  had  paid 
their  utmost  farthing,  to  restore  them.  Paul  wrote  that 
Christ  spoiled  principalities,  and  led  captivity  (the  prison  - 
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ers)  captive,  and  gave  gifts  to  men. — These  passages  taken 
into  consideration  together,  are  self-evident  in  favor  of  Uni- 
versalism,  and  are  sufficient  of  themselves  to  prove  its 
truth. 

Another  type.  Moses  was  a  type  of  Christ.  The  slavery 
of  the  Israelites  in  Egypt  was  a  figure  of  the  punishment 
of  most  all  mankind  in  Hell  ;  and  of  the  Israelitish  slavery 
after  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  and  their  persecutions 
ever  since.  Moses  delivering  all  of  them  from  Egypt,  was 
a  type  of  Christ's  delivering  all  of  them  from  all  nations 
at  his  approaching  coming  :  a  farther  type  of  his  delivering 
all  men  from  Hell :  and  especially  of  his  going  into  Hades 
at  his  death,  preaching  to  the  captives,  and  delivering 
them  :  whereby  he  spoiled  principalities,  and  conquered, 
as  Moses  did  to  the  Egyptians. 

The  forty  years  pilgrimage  in  the  wilderness  under  a  par- 
ticular and  miraculous  providence,  1  consider  as  a  type  of 
the  future  pilgrimage  of  the  Israelites  in  returning  to  Pales- 
tine before  the  Millennium  under  another  particular  and 
miraculous  providence,  which  Christ  will  conduct.  It  is 
curious,  that,  as  the  Israelites  were  led  by  Moses  forty 
years  in  the  wilderness,  so,  the  forbearance  of  God  from 
punishment  for  their  crucifying  Christ,  was  about  forty 
years  to  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem.  Perhaps  Christ's 
fast  for  forty  days,  figured,  and  procured  for  them  the  for- 
ty years  forbearance. 

Caleb  and  Joshua  only  of  all  the  people  that  came  out 
irf  E^ypt,  entering  into  the  holy  land,  were  a  type  of  the 
very  few  of  mankind  that  will  enter  immediately  at  death 
into  Heaven,  and  become  saints.  Here  it  may  ba  observed, 
that  if  preaching  is  only  to  make  saints,  ot  what  little  a- 
vail  it  is,  for  I  am  not  certain  that  I  know  a  single  saint  : 
but  if  it  is  to  make  men  better  christians,  than  they  would 
be  without  it,  it  is  of  the  greatest  consequence,  when  the 
duration  of  men's  punishment  will  be  only  in  proportion  to 
their  crimes. — The  holy  land  was  a  type  to  the  Israelites  of 
Heaven,  as  Egypt  was  of  Hell.  Moses  as  a  Prophet,  and 
only  a  man,  could  only  bring  them  to  the  borders  of  the 
holy  land  ;  but  Osea  whose  name  was  changed  to  Joshua, 
(Jesus)  the  name  of  our  Savior,  and  who  was  a  faint  type 
in  this  case  of  him,  only  under  that  name  could  enter  the 
land,  and  conquer  the  nations  that  were  in  the  holy  land  : 
as  a  figure  that  Christ  will  conquer  all  nations  at  his  com- 
ing:, and  establish  the  Israelites  firmly,  in  the  land  given  to 
Abraham  by  God  :  and  as  an  after  figure,  that  he  will  re- 
store all  men  to  the  new  earth. 
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Every  word  that  means  an  infinity  can  have  no  plural 
number,  for  should  I  say,  that  God  has  infinities  of  dura- 
tion, the  word  infinity 'becomes  a  limited  word,  as  mean- 
ing only  a  portion  of  his  existence.  If  there  can  be  sup* 
posed  two  infinities  of  the  same  infinity,  the  first  infinity 
must  be  a  falsehood,  being  no  infinity,  as  this  is  a  contra- 
diction to  the  meaning  of  the  word  infinity,  therefore  the 
word  infinity  in  the  same  infinity  can  have  no  plural :  but 
the  Greek  word  aioon,  and  the  Latin  oeternitas  are  much 
used  in  the  plural,  therefore  cannot  be  words  of  an  infinite, 
but  of  a  finite  signification,  as  an  infinite  term  must  express 
all  in  the  singular  number.  Thus,  the  Latin  word  'nihil', 
and  the  English  word  'nothing,'  have  no  plural,  as  they 
express  every  thing  that  possibly  can  relate  to  them  in  the 
singular  number  :  their  plurals  would  be  contradictions. 

Wherever  in  our  New  Testament  the  words  '  forever  and 
ever5  are,  according  to  the  translators'  meaning  of  the  word 
<  aioon'  in  the  plural,  to  be  eternities,  it  ought  to  be  render- 
ed 'to  the  eternities  of  eternities'  as  the  word  aioon  in 
these  passages  is  always  in  the  plurals  :  when  aioon  is  in 
the  singular  number,  with  them  it  has  a  limited  significa- 
tion some  times*  Thus,  false,  are  their  artful  translation 
and  opinions,  and  thus  they  have  abounded  in  the  plurali- 
ty of  errors.  From  bigotry  to  their  theory,  the  translators 
were  not  honest  men  in  their  translation.  They  with  pet- 
ty cunning  made  use  of  the  words  'ever,'  'everlasting/ 

*  world  without  end,'  and  their  'eternal,'  where  the  Greek 
had  no  such  meaning.  The  Greek  expressions  'eis  ton 
aioona,'  according  to  their  scheme,  ought  to  be  rendered 
4  forever,'  or  'to  the  eternity'  ;  '  eis  tous  aioonas,5  '  forever, 
and  ever,'  or  '  to  the  eternities' ;  '  eis  tous  aioonas  toon 
aioonoon,' '  forever  and  ever,  and  ever/  or  '  to  the  eternities  of 
eternities.5 — They  artfully  too,  used  the  derivative  '  aioon- 
ios'  as  meaning  '  eternal,5  but  by  the  theme  *  aioon,*  they 
did  not  use  to  express  the  word  '  eternity,5  because  its 
plurals  would  prove  it  to  be  a  limited  term  :  but  which  they 
ought  to  have  done,  to  be  consistent  with  their  use  of  the 
word  '  aioonios.5— The  plurals  of  aioon,  they  did  not  render 

•  to  the  eternities  of  eternities,'  but '  forever  and  ever,'  be- 
cause they  know  that  an  intelligent  English  reader  would 
see  from  the  plurals,  that  the  word  had  only  a  limited 
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meaning,  and  that  they  would  see  too,  that  both  e  aioonios,' 
and  the  Latin  word  ceternitas,  had  only  a  finite  signification  : 
especially  if  they  knew  that  the  Greek  Lexicon  had  cevum 
(a  long  age)  for  the  main  meaning  of  the  word  'aioon,'  which 
is  the  theme,  and  had  not  ceternitas  (eternity,)  at  all. 

Eis  ton  aioona  (literally,  to,  or  through  the  long  age)  I 
conceive,  never  can  mean  more  than  a  thousand  years  ;  but 
sometimes  as  it  is  an  indefinite  expression,  it  may  mean 
less.  The  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost  will  not  be  forgiven, 
neither  in  this  age,  nor  in  the  age  to  come,  meaning  for 
1000  years  after  death. 

The  expression  eis  tous  aioonas  (to  the  long  ages)  can 
never  mean  more  than  seven  thousand  years  from  the  crea- 
tion, the  continuance  of  Hades  for  the  punishment  of  Men's, 
souls,  as  in  the  Lord's  prayer  "  deliver  us  (apo  tou  poneerou) 
from  the  evil  one  (the  Devil,  who  has  power  over  men  dur- 
ing their  probationary  state,  and  never  after  Hades  is  no 
longer  Hell,)  for  thine  is  the  kingdom,  &c.  to,  or  through 
the  ages,"  viz.  to  the  ending  of  the  day  of  judgment,  the 
end  of  the  first  ages. — When  the  punishment  of  the  im- 
mortal bodies  is  meant,  then  the  expression  "  to  the  ages," 
or  <  age  lasting5'  can  never  mean  more  than  six  thousand 
years,  the  utmost  period  of  human  suffering  in  Gehenna, 
but  generally  it  means  less. — The  most  extended  period 
"eis  tous  aioonas  toon  aioonoon"  (to  the  long  ages  of  long 
ages)  is  applied  indefinitely  to  the  continuance  of  any  of 
the  ages  of  Hades,  together  with  any  of  the  ages  after  it. 

It  is  a  contradiction  in  terms,  and  of  course  an  impossi- 
bility, for  an  infinitely  good  being  to  make  of  his  own  free 
will," other  beings  for  an  infinitely  bad  purpose,  viz. :  to  suf- 
fer torments  for  an  infinite  duration. 

The  absurdity  of  the  translation  in  the  abuse  of  the  word 
c  ever,'  in  its  being  obliged  to  be  doubly,  or  trebly  insert- 
ed, when  one  '  ever'  means  as  much  as  three,  proves,  that 
when  men  depart  from  truth,  and  honor,  they  always  fol- 
low after  absurdities. — The  English  Testament  abuse  of 
the  two  Greek  words  '  aioon,'  and  '  aioonios,'  ought  to  be 
held  in  contempt. 

I  have  shewn  the  delusion  of  the  translation  in  order  to 
introduce,  according  to  the  plain  meaning  of  the  Scripture 
language,  the  three  succeeding  probable  types. 

The*  seventy  years  captivity  of  the  Jews,  was  a  type 
probably  of  the  short  punishment  of  some  in  Hell  to  the 
long  age. — Let  the  reader  observe,  that  the  types  are  al- 
ways inferior  to,  and  smaller  than  the  antitypes. 

Their  present  dispersion  and  punishment,  ending  near 
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the  beginning  of  the  Millennium,  is  a  type  of  the  punish- 
ment in  Hades  *  to  the  long  ages.' 

The  punishment  in  Gehenna,  or  the  lake  of  fire,  as  an 
additional  punishment,  is  the  chastisement  (Gr.  kolasis)  ef 
Scripture  to  the  long  ages  of  long  ages.  The  long  captivi- 
ty, and  almost  destruction  of  the  ten  tribes,  I  consider  as 
a  type  of  it. 

The  restoration  of  all  the  Israelites  that  are  left  alive  on 
the  earth,  by  Clirist  to  their  country  at  the  Millennium,  and 
their  being  made  a  peculiar  and  holy  people  of  God,  by 
him,  will  be  a  type  of  the  restoration  by  him  of  all  men  from 
the  punishment  of  Hell,  to  the  new  earth,  to  be  a  holy  peo- 
ple, and  to  be  his  people  and  subjects,  until  the  kingdom  is 
delivered  to  the  Father, 

Another  general  type.  Leviticus,  ch.  23.  v.  10.  "When 
ye  shall  reap  the  harvest." — Y.  11.  "He  shall  wave  the 
sheaf  before  the  Lord,  to  be  accepted  for  you,  on  the  mor- 
row after  the  Sabbath  day.5' — This  is  a  figure  of  Christ's 
being  ottered  for  us  :  v.  15.  "Unto  the  morrow  after  the 
seventh  Sabbath,  shall  ye  number  fifty  days.  The  flour  shall 
lie  baken  with  leaven,  they  are  the  first  fruits  unto  the 
Lord.5' — These  are  a  type  of  the  first  fruits  on  the  day  of 
Pentf cost  of  three  thousand  converts  by  the  Apostles. — 
The  leaven  is  the  type  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Rom.  ch.  8.  v. 
23.  As  Paul  said,  he  and  his  followers  had  the  first  fruits  of 
the  spirit  too,  although  an  after  conversion,  most  of  whom 
were  of  the  Gentiles  ;  the  first  fruits  were  a  type  of  the  re- 
surrection of  all  the  saints,  as  their  bodies  will  be  raised 
first.  Rom.  11.  v.  16.  "  For  if  the  first  fruit  be  holy,  the 
lump  is  also  holy:  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the 
branches. "—I  conceive  the  lump  here  to  mean  the  whole 
harvest,  or,  in  other  words,  the  whole  of  mankind  :  if  sof 
the  whole  of  mankind  must  in  time  be  leavened,  made  ho- 
ly, and  be  restored  like  the  first  fruits.  If  this  passage,  or 
type  relates  to  the  Israelites  only,  still  as  the  Israelites,  good 
and  bad,  were  a  type  of  the  whole  of  mankind,  good  and 
bad,  it  cannot  but  allude  to  the  restoration  of  all  men  :  es- 
pecially, as  Christ  the  wave  sheaf,  "  died  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world,  for  all  men,  for  every  man." — "  So  all  Israel 
shall  be  saved,"  and  so  all  mankind  the  antitype  shall  be 
saved.  Paul,  in  the  15th.  ch.  1.  Cor.  has  asserted  in  sub* 
stance  the  inference  drawn  as  above  to  be  true, 
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The  Great  Annual  Atonement  and  Scape  Goat 

Leviticus.  16.  v.  8.  "And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon  the 
two  Goats  :  one  for  the  Lord  and  the  other  lot  for  the  Scape 
Goat.5*  The  one  sacrificed  to  the  Lord,  was  a  type  of  Christ's 
atonement :  the  Scape  Goat  was  a  type  of  the  effect  of  his 
atonement.  The  first  Goat  pre-figured  Christ's  crucifixion, 
and  satisfaction  to  the  Father;  the  other  pre-figured  the 
debt,  or  sins  paid,  or  satisfied  for.  Two  Goats  could  tipify 
the  satisfaction  and  debt,  better  than  one,  therefore  two 
were  ordered  by  God.  The  Scape  Goat  was  ordered  to  be 
carried  to  the  wilderness  of  oblivion  by  a  fit  man,  to  signi- 
fy that  all  the  sins  of  Israel  were  paid  tor,  and  canceled 
by  the  atonement :  but  Israel  were  a  people,  typical  of  all 
mankind,  therefore  the  sins  of  all  mankind  were  satisfied 
for.  Both  hands  of  the  High  Priest  laid  on  the  Scape  Goat, 
and  not  one  hand  only,  imply  that  all  human  sins,  and  not 
a  part  of  them  only,  were  put  on  him.  The  fit  man  that 
was  to  lead  the  Scape  Goat  to  the  wilderness,  i  conceive  as 
only  a  necessary  conductor  on  the  occasion,  and  not  typi- 
cal :  his  washing  before  entering  into  the  congregation,  was 
the  ordinary  type,  that  no  unholy  person  could  be  among 
the  saints  in  Heaven,  and  of  course,  that  although  our 
debt  was  paid,  we  could  not  receive  the  promised  blessings 
until  we  were  purified* — The  spirit  of  the  ceremonial  Law 
would  require  his  washing  after  touching  the  Goat  of  sins. 
The  Goat  being  alive,  may  pre-figure  that  Christ  by  living 
in  our  nature,  as  well  as  dying  in  it,  paid  for  all  our  sins, 
and  purchased  us.  Has  Christ  purchased  all  mankind, 
and  shall  they  not  be  all  restored  ?  Did  he  not  nobly  pur- 
chase all,  for  the  restoration  of  all  ?  or  did  he  ignobly  pur- 
chase a!!,  for  the  restoration  of  a  vary  few  ? — Was  it  not 
promised,  that  he  should  bruise  the  Serpent's  head  ?  flow 
then  can  the  Serpent  dispossess  him,  to  an  endless  dura- 
tion, of  the  great  majority  of  his  purchase,  and  have  a  bet- 
ter claim  to  the  bruising  of  Christ's  head,  than  Christ  can 
have  to  the  bruising  of  his  head  ?  Let  the  eternity  men  an- 
swer these  questions,  or  believe  with  us  in  the  Universal 
Restoration. 

As  I  have  shewn  some  of  the  types  as  specimens,  so,  [ 
will  draw  from  Scripture,  some  few  prophecies  and  promi- 
ses, as  specimens  of  all  the  prophecies  and  promises  that 
appertain  to  the  subject.  It  must  be  considered  that  the 
promises  are  all  prophecies  ;  for  they  are  predictions  of 
things  to  come,  differing  from  other  prophecies  chiefly  m 
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ihey  include  some  blessings  promised  :  so  that  there  will 
be  no  occasion  for  making  any  distinction. 

Gen.  3.  v.  15.  "  I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the 
woman,  and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed  ;  it  shall  bruise 
thy  head,  and  thou  shall  bruise  his  heel." — This  is  a  pro- 
phecy, that  the  male  seed  of  the  woman  (the  Virgin)  shall 
bruise  the  head  of  the  Serpent  (Satan).  Or  in  other  words, 
as  the  soul,  and  artful  power  of  the  animal  lies  in  his  head, 
Christ  the  seed  shouid  overcome  the  Serpent  (Satan,)  so  as 
fully  to  subdue  him,  and  the  artful  evil  he  had  done,  by  a 
final  restoration  ot  the  whole  race  of  the  rational  creatures 
he  had  perverted,  to  a  state  equal  to  that  from  which  they 
had  fallen  by  him  (Satan.)  The  Serpent  (Satan)  by  intro- 
ducing sin  "among  men,  and  by  the  permission  of  God, 
should  have  power  to  bruise  his  heel :  viz.  should  have  pow- 
er to  cause  his  death.  So  far  as  it  relates  to  the  fall  of  man, 
which  is  my  main  point,  Paul  to  the  Cor.  in  a  prophecy, 
explains  it  to  my  satisfaction.  He  says,  (i  As  in  Adam  all 
die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive." — Thus  Paul 
by  inspiration  informs  us,  that  as  ail  were  lost  to  death 
(spiritual  and  human)  by  Adam's  sin,  even  so  by  Christ's 
righteousness  shall  ail  be  restored  to  life,  spiritual  and  im- 
mortal :  for  Paul  in  this  chap:  1.  Coi.  15.  speaks  principal- 
ly with  a  view  to  a  resurrection  to  happiness,  compatible 
with  Christ's  resurrection  ;  which  is  evident  from  the  ori- 
ginal Greek,  v.  55.  "  Oh  Hell  (not  grave)  where  is  thy  vic- 
tory ?"  Implying,  when  all  men  are  restored,  Hell  will 
have  no  longer  a  victory. 

Man  was  made  in  the  image  of  God.  God  commanded* 
that  man  should  not  eat  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of 
good  and  evil,  for  in  the  day  he  should  eat  of  it,  he  should 
surely  die  (dying  he  should  die). — I  conceive  that  Paul  in 
the  expression  'even  so/  alludes  first  to  the  spiritual  death, 
the  loss  of  God's  image,  and  secondly  to  the  natural  death, 
the  gradual  dying  of  the  body.  The  words  c  even  so'  make 
it  very  expressive  of  the  complete  restoration  of  all  the 
souls  to  the  spiritual  life  (happiness  in  Heaven,)  and  of  all 
the  bodies  to  an  immortal  resurrection  :  as  they  must  all  be 
restored  to  an  equality  with  Adam's  first  state. 

As  the  knowledge  our  first  parents  had  of  their  naked- 
ness, is  a  proof  of  their  spiritual  death,  or  of  the  loss  of 
God's  image,  and  as  they  received  their  spiritual  death  by- 
Satan  ;  Christ's  death  must  counteract  it,  and  restore  all 
mankind  to  the  spiritual  life  they  had  lost ;  for  he  died  for 
that  restoration.   For  if  all  Satan's  evil,  and  himself  too 
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is  not  overcome,  how  can  his  head  be  said  to  be  bruised,  as 
Christ's  heel  was  ?  especially  as  the  bruising  of  Christ's 
heel  figured  his  death.  Surely  Satan's  whole  power,  and 
evil  deeds  were  figured  by  the  bruising  his  head,  the  no- 
blest part  of  the  body,  the  seat  of  life.— We  ought  not  to 
interpret  Scripture  more  favorable  to  Satan  than  to  Christ. 

God's  promise  to  Abram.  Gen.  12.  v.  3.  "  And  in  thee 
»hall  all  the  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed." — Ch.  18.  \% 
18.  <r  And  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall  be  blessed  in 
him."— Ch.  22.  v.  13.  "  And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth  be  blessed." — Ch.  26.  v.  4.  has  the  same 
words. 

Explanation  by  Peter.  Acts.  3.  v.  20.  21.  "  And  he  shall 
send  Jesus  Christ,  whom  before  was  preached  unto  you. — • 
Whom  the  Heaven  must  receive  until  the  times  of  the  res- 
titution of  all  things." — Y.  25.  "  Ye  are  the  children  of  the 
Prophets,  and  of  the  covenant  which  God  made  with  our 
Fathers,  saying  unto  Abraham,  and  in  thy  seed  shall  all 
the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessed." — Y.  26.  u  Unto  you 
lirst,  God  having  raised  up  his  Son  Jesus,  sent  him  to  bless 
you." — Moses  has  it  that  all  the  families  of  the  earth  shall 
be  blessed  (restored)  in  his  seed. — Peter  said  the  same,  and 
added,  that  Jesus  Christ  was  the  seed  to  restore  them,  whom 
God  had  raised  up  to  bless  the  Jews  first :  implying  he  will 
bless  all  other  persons  after  them. — Now,  as  none  receive 
this  blessing  in  this  life,  and  as  it  is  promised  to  all,  it  is 
intended  that  all  shall  receive  it  in  the  life  to  come.  Be- 
sides Peter  said  not  only  that  all  persons,  but  that  all  per- 
manent things  should  be  restored,  as  God  has  spoken  by 
the  mouth  of  all  his  holy  Prophets.  The  whole  is  so  clear, 
that  no  farther  comment  will  be  added. 

I  shall  now  quote  Isaiah,  ch.  45.  v.  21.  "  A  just  God,  and 
a  Savior,  there  is  none  beside  me." — Wherever  God  calls 
himself  Savior,  he  means  it  of  himself  as  Christ  the  Sa- 
vior.—V.  22.  God  says  in  Christ's  stead,  "  Look  unto  me, 
and  be  ye  saved,  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth." — V.  23.  "I 
have  sworn  by  myself,  the  word  is  gone  out  of  my  mouth 
in  righteousness,  and  shall  not  return,  that  unto  me  every 
knee  shall  bow,  and  every  tongue  shall  swear." — That  is^ 
that  every  one  of  mankind  shall  be  restored,  to  be  subjects 
of  God  the  Savior,  Christ,  and  to  profess  his  name,  being 
saved-  To  corroborate  it,  I  quote  John  12.  v.  32.  Christ 
says,  And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  (on  the  cross)  from  the  earth* 
will  draw  all  men  unto  me."  viz.  that  all  men  from  Hell, 
and  elsewhere  shall  be  restored  by  his  de^th  to  the  new 
earth*  where  will  be  his  grand  dwelling,  and  they  shall  ba 
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his  subjects. — Phil.  2.  v.  10.  11.  "  That  at  the  name  of  Je- 
sus, everj  knee  shall  bow,  ot  things  in  Heaven,  and  in 
earth,  and  under  the  earth."  No  words  can  more  fully 
contain  the  whole  of  mankind,  as  bowing  to  his  name,  and 
being  his  subjects.  V.  11.  "  And  that  every  tongue  shall 
confess,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  to  the  glory  of  God  the 
Father/' — Here  all  men  are  described  as  confessing  his 
name  in  praise  to  the  Father,  and  to  his  glory.  Thus  it 
will  be  when  all  are  restored  to  the  new  earth. 

Rom.  5.  v.  18.  "  Therefore  as  by  one  offence,  judgment 
came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation  :  even  so,  by  the  right- 
eousness of  one,  will  it  come  upon  all  men  unto  justifica- 
tion of  life. — All  then  must  certainly  be  restored. — V.  19. 
"  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience,  many  (G.  oi  polloi)  the 
manies,  were  made  sinners  :  so  by  the  obedience  of  one, 
shall  many,  G.  the  manies,  be  made  righteous.5' — No  one 
can  express  the  restoration  of  all  men  plainer  than  Paul 
has  done  here  :  the  manies  express  well,  all  mankind, 
meaning  the  three  manies,  of  the  past,  that  are  dead  ;  of 
the  present,  that  are  alive  ;  and  of  the  future,  that  are  to 
live. — In  the  15th  verse  'many'  is  put  for  'the  manies* 
twice  ;  and  in  other  parts  of  Scripture  it  is  so  translated. 
The  translators  were  very  vile  in  not  giving  so  much  as  the 
thousandth  part  of  the  meaning  of  Paul's  oi  polloi,  for  the 
whole  meaning  of  it. — Their  theory  would  have  no  sup- 
port from  Scripture  without  such  tricks. 

Having  laid  before  the  reader,  specimens  of  the  types, 
prophecies,  and  promises;  and  shewn  them  to  harmonise 
with  the  threatenings  in  a  limited  sense  only,  according  to 
the  express  meaning  of  the  Scripture  word  'aioon'  (a  long 
age,)  I  have  to  assert,  that  if  5  aioon?  is  made  to  mean  an 
infinite  duration,  instead  of  harmony,  the  Scripture  will 
be  made  to  exhibit  to  our  view,  as  it  does  in  the  translation, 
a  train  of  absurdities  and  contradictions,  if  not  of  some- 
thing worse,  viz :  blasphemy.  Luke  2.  v.  14.  "  Glory  be 
to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth,  peace,  good  will  to- 
wards men." 

The  Heavenly  host  declare  from  God,  peace  to  the  earth 
by  means  of  the  Savior,  that  was  then  born,  who  in  due 
time  will  accomplish  it  for  all  men  :  and  good  will  from 
God  to  mankind,  who  cannot  be  defeated  in  executing  his 
plan  of  good  will  to  all. 

As  marriage  is  pronounced  honorable  by  God,  and  as  we 
are  commanded  to  increase  by  him  who  is  love,  how  is  it 
possible,  that  such  a  holy  God  should  deceive  his  creatures, 
and  cast  the  issue  of  marriage  into  an  endless  Hell  ?  which 
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is  a  case  millions  of  times  worse  than  being  of  the  issue  of 
the  lowest  brutes  ?  What !  is  it  so  much  better  to  be  gene- 
rated a  louse  than  a  man  !  This  is  inconsistent  with  the  jus- 
tice and  goodness  of  God,  to  his  highest  creatures  of  the 
earth,  those  made  in  his  own  image. — It  is  attributing  to 
God  foolishness  and  wickedness  :  let  them  who  attiibute 
it,  receive  the  sarcasm.  Causticks  are  better  for  old  sores 
sometimes  than  mild  salve. 

How  much  grander  is  the  Scripture  in  our  plain  interpre- 
tation of  it,  than  the  dark  figurative  meaning  of  it,  by  the 
eternity  men !  Their  scheme  is  the  dreary  annihilation  of 
the  magnificent  creation  ;  ours  the  God-like  progressive 
improvement  of  all  of  it,  that  is  fit  for  permanency. 

The  reader  will  perceive  that  in  this  Tract,  I  have  ta- 
ken the  texts,  that  are  supposed  by  the  eternity  men,  to  im- 
ply an  endless  punishment,  and  inferred  plainly  the  univer- 
sal restoration  from  them.  There  are  no  types,  no  analo- 
gies of  a  monstrous  endless  punishment,  either  in  Scrip- 
ture, or  nature.  The  depravity  of  wicked  men,  who  tho't 
God  such  a  depraved  being  as  themselves,  introduced  this 
anomaly  among  Christians  after  the  Apostolic  days  ;  pro- 
bably from  the  heathen  invention  of  the  necessary  exist- 
ence of  two  independent  principles,  a  good,  and  an  evil  ; 
both  of  which  were  of  course  of  endless  duration  ;  and  as 
they  supposed  the  good  would  supplant  the  bad,  and  all 
beings  subordinate  to  him,  and  put  him  who  could  not  per- 
ish with  all  his  subjects,  into  an  endless  punishmeut,  they 
concluded  that  wicked  men  were  his  subjects,  and  woultl 
suffer  without  end. 

Thus,  as  I  scribe  not  with  facility,  I  have  endeavored  to 
crowd  into  these  imperfect  Tracts,  multum  in  paivo. — I 
subscribe  myself  again  as 

VERITATIS  AMICUS. 
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The  fountain  of  the  Godhead  is  the  Father  :  the  streams, 
emanations,  or  proceedings  (nearly  synonymous  terms) 
from  Him,  may  be  innumerable,  but  always  connected  in 
union  with  Him,  being  proceedings  of  Himself,  from  Him- 
self like  an  arm  from  the  body.  The  Holy  Ghost,  who 
proceeds  from  the  Father,  is  the  Father  in  this  world  in  his 
omnipresence.  When  Christ  promised  to  send  the  Holy 
Ghost,  it  meant  only  the  extraordinary,  and  miraculous 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  the  ordinary  influence  was 
always  with  men  ;  because  men  of  themselves  without  it 
could  do  nothing  that  was  good.  It  was  with  Abraham, 
and  all  other  good  men  ;  for  all,  from  the  fall  of  Adam, 
were  under  grace,  which  implies  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  The  Son  the  Messiah,  is,  as  it  were  the  Father's 
right  arm  to  this  world. — The  Holy  Ghost  who  begat  the 
Son-Messiah,  is  the  Father's  omnipresence  in  that  act. — 
Ail  of  them  are  God  Himself  the  Father.  According  to 
the  Scripture,  throughout  the  whole  of  it,  God  has  exten- 
sion, parts  and  passions  in  one  Being  ;  as  every  faint  simi- 
litude he  has  made  of  Himself  has  :  for  without  extension 
there  could  be  no  Being,  and  if  God  has  extension,  he  may 
have  parts.  Without  passion  God  could  have  no  love,  or 
respect  for  creatures,  and  never  would  have  made  them  ; 
neither  could  He  have  delight,  pleasure,  happiness  or  vir- 
tue: ail  of  which  must  proceed  from  perception  and  sensa- 
tion, which  are  the  elements  of  ail  passion.  The  Chris- 
tiano-Heathen  Philosophy  that  asserts,  that  God  can  have 
neither  extension,  parts,  or  passions,  is  nothing  but  human 
fallacy.  It  is  probable  that  other  worlds  may  have  their 
Messiahs  to  restore  all  their  intelligences,  that  require  res- 
toration ;  as  finite  beings  require  the  interference  of  the 
infinite  Being  ;  but  they  must  be  all  of  God,  and  be  God. 
The  Personality  ot  the  Godhead  in  Scripture  is  single:  for 
Christ  said,  He  was  the  Father,  and  the  Father  was  in  Him, 
and  he  was  in  the  Father,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  begetting 
the  Son  in  Scripture,  means  the  Father  begetting  Him. — 
There  is  a  Messiah -Personality,  but  it  relates  to  the  man- 
hood, not  to  the  Godhead.  'I  here  are  three  that  bear  re- 
cord in  Heaven  of  the  things  of  this  world  :  other  streams, 
or  proceedings  from  the  Father,  and  with  the  Father,  &c* 
may  bear  record  to  the  things  of  other  worlds. — The  Trini- 
ty Persons,  or  Gods,  to  me  are  unscripturaj,  therefore  to 
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two  of  the  supplications  in  the  first  pari  of  our  Litany,  my 
conscience  commands  me  not  to  respond.  The  Son,  as  the 
Holy  Ghost,  proceeds  from  the  Father.  We  have  more 
reason  from  Scripture  to  suppose,  that  the  Son  proceeds 
from  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  than  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  procee  is  from  the  Father  and  the  Son  :  but  it  is  suf- 
ficient for  me,  that  they  both  proceed  from  the  Father. — 
We  know  but  little  of  Spirit:  it  is  not  diametrically  op- 
posite in  the  whole  nature  of  its  Being  to  matter,  for  then 
it  would  be  nothing.  The  above  I  conceive,  is  very  near 
to  the  doctrine  of  the  Primitive  Christians.  Arianism  suc- 
ceeded their  doctrine,  and  the  Trinity  Persons  succeeded 
that,  being  a  modality  formed  from  both  of  the  preceding 
doctrines.  VERITATIS  AMICUS. 
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The  Devils.

(*#.) — Some  persons  may  suppose  the  Devils  to  be  in  great 
torment,  but  I  cannot  see  nothing  to  authorise  such  an  opin- 
ion in  Sacred  Writ — Satan  is  mentioned  in  the  book  of 
Job,  as  requesting  of  God,  that  Holy  Job  might  be  greatly 
afflicted,  as  he  said  it  would  prove,  that  he  was  not  a  true 
servant  of  God.  Satan  is  said  in  Scripture  to  be  the  prince 
of  the  power  of  the  air.  Satan  there  is  said  to  have  tempt- 
ed Christ,  by  an  offer  of  a  dominion  overall  the  world, 
which  he  considejed  in  his  power  to  give.  His  subjects 
the  Devils  inhabited  men's  bodies.  There  is  no  appearance 
in  all  this,  that  Satan  and  his  Devils  were  in  great  tor- 
ment, but  that  they  had  great  power.  Satan's  power  ac- 
cording to  Scripture,  will  continue  to  the  beginning  of  the 
Millennium,  when  he  will  be  bound,  and  cast  into  Hades. 
At  the  end  of  the  Millennium,  he  will  be  cast  into  the  Lake 
of  Fire,  and  suffer  with  the  wicked  of  all  mankind.  Sa- 
tan's degradation  hitherto  has  been  great,  but  his  suffer- 
ings seem  to  have  been  mild.  I  suppose  that  the  sufferings 
of  mankind  by  the  fall  of  Adam,  have  been  proportionally 
as  great  to  the  human  race,  as  the  sufferings  of  the  Devils 
by  their  fall,  have  been  to  them.  Why  then,  should  God, 
who  has  shewn  so  much  mildness  to  them,  not  intend  their 
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restoration,  as  well  as  the  restoration  of  all  men,  who  have 
received  such  severe  punishment,  as  mortality,  sickness, 
and  sorrow  by  the  fall  of  their  first  parents  ?  The  Scrip- 
tures no  where  declare,  that  the  Devils,  shall  never  be  re- 
stored. Why  do  men  then  presumptuously  assert,  that 
they  will  never  be  restored  ?  Perhaps  the  Devil  himself 
hinted  it  tovthetn,  to  delude  them.  Can  it  be  as  hon- 
orable to  infinite  power,  wisdom,  goodness,  and  light,  to 
keep  endlessly  such  a  dark  and  dismal  spot  in  his  creation  ; 
as  to  conquer  completely  his  adversary,  and  restore  him  to  a 
degraded  station  of  light?  It  cannot  be.  So  the  Scripture 
asserts  :  for  Christ  will  put  all  enemies  under  his  Father's 
feet,  even  Satan  his  adversary  ;  and  then  he  will  deliver 
the  kingdom  to  the  Father,  that  God  may  be  all  in  al  1. — 
Besides  the  degradation  and  restoration  of  King  Nebuchad- 
nezzah,  were  a  type,  that  God  would  restore  Satan  after 
his  degradation  was  ended  :  and  Col.  1.  v.  20.  The  Father 
will  «  reconcile  all  things  unto  himself,  by  him,  whether 
things  on  earth,  or  things  in  heaven  alluding  to  the  res- 
toration of  all  men,  and  all  fallen  angels- 

Hades. 

(B.) — The  word  Hades  signifies  fnot  to  see/  Milton 
would  call  it  'darkness  visible/ — Peter  calls  it  e  the  pri- 
son/ 1  Peter  ch.  3.  v.  19. — Paul  calls  it  '  the  lower  parts  of 
the  earth  :'  meaning  the  heart  of  the  earth. — John  in  the 
apocalypse  calls  it,  c  the  bottomless  pit.5 — Luke  in  the  pa- 
rable of  Dives  and  Lazarus,  calls  it  '  Hades,'  and  repre- 
sents it,  as  hiving  a  flame  in  it,  and  as  being  very  large  : 
having  its  flame  at  the  entrance,  but  in  the  centre,  where 
there  is  nothing  to  burn,  it  may  be  dismally  dark. 

The  eternity  Divines,  to  support  their  scheme  of  endless 
punishment,  nave  discovered  with  profane  sagacity,  that  it 
means  only  f  the  place  of  departed  spirits.'  There  is  no  al- 
lusion to  any  such  place  in  Scripture,  where  good  and  bad 
spirits  inhabit  together :  1  mean  of  the  human  race. — It  is 
a  greater  and  more  wicked  conceit,  than  that  of  the  Lim- 
bus  Patrium  of  the  Papists.  Heaven  for  the  good,  and 
Hell  for  the  bad,  are  only  alluded  to  in  the  Seriptures.  If, 
according  to  these  Divines,  Hades  is  not  Hell,  there  never 
has  been,  and  never  will  be  a  Hell  for  all  the  wicked,  until 
the  world  will  be  in  Barnes  at  the  last  day.  There  will  be 
the  specimen  the  Valcano,  that  will  be  made  for  the  beast, 
and  the  false  Prophet  (the  last  Pope,  and  Bonaparte)  only, 
ateur  Lord's  coming  before  the  Millennium.    As  the  beast 
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and  the  false  Prophet  will  probably  be  in  this  fire  a  thousand 
years  before  the  general  fire,  when  Satan  will  be  cast  in 
with  them  ;  they,  in  all  reason,  will  come  out  of  it  sooner 
than  Satan  will.  It  was  into  Hades,  that  our  Lord  descend- 
ed, and  from  Hades  he  brought  away  the  captives. 

They  who  believe  not  in  the  universal  restoration,  as  it 
is  a  point  plainly  revealed  in  Scripture,  have  not  the  Chris- 
tian Testament  faith  :  but  build  their  faith  on  the  vain  pre- 
sumptions of  the  men  of  note  only;  whose  vanity,  and 
worldly  interests,  sometimes  with  the  Devil  have  led  them 
astray.  That  they  were  all  in  errors,  is  plain,  because  they 
widely  differed,  and  on  some' points  had  opposite  opinions. 
Ye,  who  can  understand  it,  read  the  Scripture  for  your- 
selves, and  take  your  faith  from  it :  no  doubt,  that  will 
best  accord  with  your  duty.  It  is  impossible  for  an  honest 
Christian  to  understand  the  scope  of  the  Scripture  well, 
and  not  be  an  Universalist.  Too  many  honest  men  are  so 
blinded  by  inveterate  prejudices,  that  they  cannot  embrace 
the  truth. 

My  opinion  from  Scripture  and  reason,  is,  that  our 
globe  is  a  hollow  globe.  We  see  no  useless  matter,  as  far 
as  we  can  understand  it,  on  the  surface  of  the  globe,  and 
have  reason  to  conclude  from  analogy,  that  there  is  none  in 
the  centre  of  it  :  and  this  reasoning  agrees  with  the  Scrip- 
ture account  of  Hades,  which  represents  it,  as  an  im- 
mense cavity  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth,  the  centre  of 
it.  It  is  possible  that  the  diameter  of  Hades  may  be 
more  than  half  of  the  diameter  of  the  globe. 

Gehenna. 

(£7.) — Hades  are  the  place  where  wicked  souls  are  pun- 
ished, and  where  Satan  will  be  cast  in  bound  for  a  thousand 
years.  But  Gehenna  was  a  place  on  the  earth  close  to  Je- 
rusalem, where  human  souls  and  bodies  suffered.  It  is  cu- 
rious that  God  should  chuse  Jerusalem  where  the  Heathen 
Gehenna  had  been,  to  place  his  Temple  there,  and  that 
Millennial  Jerusalem  should  include  within  it,  Gehenna.— 
It  seems,  as  if  his  intention  was,  to  make  the  greatest  evil 
to  redound  to  the  greatest  good.  Was  it  not  to  figure  to 
men,  that  this  world  of  wickedness  would  in  tune  become 
a  new  world  of  righteousness  ?  or  that  the  place  of  Hell, 
will  be  succeeded  by  the  place  of  Heaven,  for  the  pun- 
ished ? — Gehenna  was  called  sometimes  the  valley  of  Hin- 
nom  and  Tophet,  from  the  beating  of  drums  at  its  offerings 
of  their  children.    Here  formerly  there  was  a  continual 
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fire  kept,  and  here  through  that  fire,  children  were  made 
to  pass,  and  be  burned,  to  the  Devil  Molock.  The  New- 
Testament  Gehenna,  or  the  Lake  of  Fire,  is  the  antitype 
to  this  Gehenna.  It  is  the  place  where  human  souls  in  their 
immortal  bodies  are  to  suffer.  The  fire  and  sacrifice  of  the 
first  Gehenna,  have  ended  very  long  since  :  nor  do  I  know 
any  thing  like  it  on  earth,  unless  the  women  in  India,  who 
burn  themselves  with  their  dead  husbands,  may  be  consi- 
dered as  a  remnant  of  it :  but  the  fire  there  is  only  occa- 
sional. (  Hades'  continued  to  the  beginning  of  the  confla- 
gration of  the  woild,  is  to  me,  as  good  a  word  for  Hell,  as 
the  first  extinct  'Gehenna'  is.  Why  are  the  eternity  men 
so  intent  on  nullifying  c  Hades,'  sometimes  with  the  trans- 
lators falsely  calling  it  the  '  grave  ;'  and  on  magnifying 
4  Gehenna'?' It  is,  because  it  suits  the  prejudices,  and  ig- 
norance of  those  who  are  led ;  and  the  bigotry  of  those 
who  lead,  in  the  support  of  the  false  tenets  of  their  sects. 
1.  Cor.  ch.  15.  v.  55.  "  Oh  death  !  where  is  thy  sting  ?  Oh 
grave  !  where  is  thy  victory  ?  This  ought  to  be  according 
to  the  original,  oh  Hell  !  (Hades  !)  where  is  thy  victory  ? 
The  translators  make  Hades  generally,  to  mean  Hell,  but 
in  this  passage  to  mean  the  grave  :  such  was  their  tolly  in 
support  of  their  theory.  The  Devil,  the  prince  of  evil, 
got  the  victory  over  our  first  parents,  but  the  grave  never 
got  a  victory,  but  has  been  a  friendly  covering  to  our  bo- 
dies always.  The  grave  never  was  a  place  of  punishment 
for  our  souls.  The  translators  had  but  little  respect  for  the 
original  Scripture,  but  much  for  their  theory  of  endless 
misery,  and  happiness  ;  for  their  foolish  contrast  of  tem- 
poral and  eternal ;  and  for  their  notion  of  the  total  annihi- 
lation of  the  universe,  excepting  a  Heaven,  and  a  Hell  in 
some  corner  of  it.  Unworthy  notions  for  these  our  days. 
The  fire  of  the  first  Gehenna,  was  a  type  of  the  Lake'of 
Fire  :  as  the  type  has  become  long  extinct,  what  reason  is 
there,  that  the  antitype  should  not  hereafter  become  extinct 
too  r  I  know  of  no  reason,  for,  if  it  is  a  type  throughout, 
the  antitype  must  accord  with  it  throughout.  Hades  and 
Gehenna,  are  the  only  terms  in  the  New  Testament,  that 
are  generally  used  to  express  the  places  for  the  punishment 
of  the  wicked  :  the  eternity  men  wish  to  annul  Hades,  and 
take  away  the  punishment  of  souls  in  a  separate  state. — 
The  first  Gehenna  is  already  extinguished,  and  they  do  not 
seem  to  believe  in  the  punishment  of  the  Lake  of  fire,  and 
in  the  restoration  of  this  earth  to  become  the  new  Heaven 
and  earth  :  what,  and  where  then  are  their  Heaven,  and 
-endless  Hell,  let  them  tell?  and  we  shall  find  them  to  be. 
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but  blind  leaders  of  the  blind.  The  place  of  the  endless 
Hell,  is  guessed  by  some,  to  be  the  Sun,  although  the  Sun 
is  to  be  annihilated  with  the  earth,  according  to  the  eterni- 
ty men  ;  and  although  there  is  not  a  text  of  Scripture  in 
proof  of  it.— Rev.  ch.  20.  v.  14.  "And  Death  and  Hell 
(Hades,)  were  cast  into  the  Lake  of  Fire  :  this  is  the  se- 
cond death."  That  is,  the  second  death  will  be  in  the  Lake 
of  Fire;  and  Hell  (Hades,)  it  is  evident,  will  be  surround- 
ed by  the  Lake,  it  being  under  it  :  and  it  is  probable,  that 
the  fire  will  penetrate  to  the  centre  of  the  earth,  and  des- 
troy the  ancient  Hades. — There  can  be  no  endless  Hell  in 
creation,  as  it  would  be  an  endless  scandal  to  the  Creator. 


Our  Heavenly  Glory  will  be  progressive. 

2.  Cor.  ch.  4.  v.  IT.  M  For  our  light  affliction,  which  is 
but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and 
eternal  wreight  of  glory. 5? — In  the  original  "  Worketh  for 
us,  as  an  exceeding  to  an  exceeding  aionious  (long  age  last- 
ing) weight  of  glory."  Meaning,  that  after  the  aionious  ages 
of  the  punishment  of  the  wicked,  and  of  the  first  peculiar 
blessings  of  the  saints ;  other  aionious  ages  of  a  more  ex- 
ceeding weight  of  glory  will  succeed.  It  seems,  as  if  the 
word  Hyperbole,  being  twice  in  tins  verse,  had  disordered 
the  brains  of  the  translators  when  translating  the  verse. 

Rev.  14.  v.  6.  (<  And  I  saw  another  Angel  flying  in  the 
midst  of  Heaven,  having  the  everlasting  (aionious)  Gospel 
to  preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  &e-'* — This 
wail  be  no  vile  translation,  but  the  true  Scripture  to  shew 
the  nations  the  foulness  of  their  translations,  articles  and 
creeds.  It  will  be  more  correct  than  that  which  we  have 
from  the  Council  of  Nice.  All  the  true  New  Testament 
will  be  in  it  correct.  If  there  is  any  true  book  left  out  by 
the  Council,  it  will  be  in  it  ;  and  if  there  is  any  improper- 
book  admitted  by  the  Council,  it  will  be  left  out:  perhaps 
u  the  voices  of  the  seven  thunders"  will  be  in  it.  Rev.  10.  It 
may  probably  be  in  the  "  pure  tongue"  that  God  will  give  to 
the' people  of  the  world  at  the  beginning  of  the  Millennium  : 
so  that  "  the  face  of  the  covering"  of  falsehood  that  is  over 
all  nations  will  be  stripped  off  by  it. 

Daniel,  ch.  12.  v.  1.  "  And  at  that  time  shall  Michael 
(Christ)  stand  up,  the  great  Prince  which  standeth  for  the 
children  of  thy  people,''  this  passage  -dludes  tb  tJhrist's 
coming  with  the 'saints  before  the  Millennium.  V.  4,  "  But 
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thou,  Oh  Daniel,  shut  up  the  words,  and  seal  the  book  to 
the  time  of  the  end  :  many  shall  run  to  and  fro,  and  know- 
ledge shall  be  increased,"  I  conceive  that  the  1  shutting  up 
the  words,'  implies,  that  the  words  should  not  be  under- 
stood until  the  time  of  the  end.  1  The  time  of  the  end,5  be- 
ing prior  to  the  end  in  Scripture  language,  I  suppose, 
means  these  our  dajs.  '  Many  shall  run  to  and  fro/  accord- 
ingly more  men  have  been  busy  in  interpreting  the  prophe- 
cies in  these  our  days,  than  at  any  period  before.  *  Know- 
ledge shall  be  increased.'  The  French  Revolution  opened  to 
our  view  a  grander  prophetic  prospect  than  ever  mankind 
had  before,  and  of  course  men  know  more  of  prophecy 
than  they  knew  before.  Winchester  asserted  that  the  pro- 
phecies can  be  understood  on  no  other  bottom  than  that  of 
the  universal  restoration  ;  and  so  it  is,  that  the  increase  of 
the  knowledge  of  universalism  has  gone  on  lately  hand  in 
hand  with  the  increase  of  the  knowledge  of  prochecy.  It 
has  been  said,  that  Bishop  Newton  was  an  Universalist. 

Gen.  1.  Vr  31.  "  And  God  saw  every  thing  that  he  nad 
made,  and  behold,  it  was  very  good.3' — Man  therefore  was 
made  absolutely  good  :  good  as  God  made  him  ;  and  good, 
in  the  great  final  view  of  his  being  should  he  fall  from  his 
duty;  which  God  knew  he  would  do  before  he  made  him, 
consequently  intended  the  restoration  of  him,  and  his  whole 
race,  by  the  Messiah  before  he  made  him ;  otherwise  it 
would  be  bad,  that  he  had  made  him. 

(D.) — In  the  original  "  Place  was  not  found  In  the 
translation  "No  place  was  found*"  They  varied  the  phrase 
of  Scripture,  to  make  it  seemingly  to  comport  with  their 
notion  of  the  annihilation  of  our  planetary  system,  if  not 
of  all  the  universe,  excepting  a  Heaven,  and  an  imaginary 
endless  Hell ;  although  we  know  of  no  annihilation  in  any 
of  God's  ways.  They  who  oppose  the  publication,  and 
sale  of  this  Phamphlet,  cannot  be  Christians,  as  they  must 
be  destitute  of  love  to  man,  and  of  course  v«>id  of  charity; 
for  it  shews  forth  the  dignity  of  men,  and  the  love  of  their 
God  to  them.  If  there  are  any  such  beings,  God  will  deal 
with  them  as  they  deserve,  f  am  sorry  that  it  is  required 
in  a  Christian  country,  to  insert  any  warning.
